PHILIP D. ARMOUR TO ADD THESE TO 
HIS PRODUCTIONS, 


Plants for Their Preparation Will Be 
Put Up in Connection with His Glue 
Works, Ammonia Establishment, 
the Piace Where He Makes Isin- 
glass, and Other Factories—Plans 
for Utilizing the Refuse ata acasassan of 
His Packing Houses. - 


Philip D. Armour began yesterday a build- 
ing for an industry which is the last of a 
Series of new departures recently instituted 
by him and which seals the fate of the Amer- 
ican hog from the ring in his nose to the last 
bristle in the tip.of his tail. The last busi- 
ness in which Mr. Armour has engaged is 
soapmaking. Other new fields which he en- 
tered within a month are the manufacture 
of curled hair and ammonia. The other in- 
dustries in which he is engaged and which 
preciude the possibility of the escape of a 
single particle of the doomed hog besides the 
principal one of packer are those of isin- 
glass and gluemaker. The works of all the 
new industries are located on a thirty-acre 
tract of land at Thirty-first and Benson 
streets. This is property which Mr. Armour 
purchased from the Walls Glue company ten 
years ago and on which his glue factory has 
been in operation since that time. 

The most important of these new plants is 
the one for the manufacture of curled hair. 
This is the only establishment of the kind 
in the West. The greater part of the raw 
product used by Eastern factories has been 
shipped from the Wesé, but the establisa- 
ment of the Armour plant will hereafter 
provide a nearer and better market for much 
of it. 

The new soap factory will be turning out 
the finished product within two months. 
Mr. Armour stated last night that it was 
not his purpose to make the plant any larger 
than could be supplied with raw material 


from his packing-houses. All kinds of soap

Apparently the “stool pigeon’’ knew more 
about crime than did the worst of these 
village terrors, for he soon became their 
leader. He took part with them in several 
small raids and then, by crafty argument 
and playing on their cupidity, he finally per- 


suaded them to embark with him in the rob- | 


bery of the Bank of Momence. It took all 
the persuasive powers of the so-called de- 
tective to persuade these young men to at- 
tempt so desperate an act. Only after sey- 
eral weeks of the hardest kind of work did 
he succeed in accomplishing it.

Judge Gibbons Decides That It Is Im- 
partial, Class Legislation and Its 
Provisions Cannot Be Legally En- 
forced—Barbers Say They Will Con- 
tinue to Fight Sunday Sheps Until 
the Supreme Court Renders a De- 
cision. 

The Cody law, requiring barber shops to 
be closed on Sundays, was declared to be 
unconstitutional by Judge Gibbons yester- 
day. As far as could be learned last night 
however; only two of the leading tonsorial 
establishments will take advantage of the 
decision and keep open.today. These are 
the Great Northern and. Tremont Hotel 
shops, owned by W. 8S. Eden, whose case was 
involyed in the decision of Judge Gibbons. 
The other proprietors seem to be inclined 
to wait for a decision from the Supreme 
Court and will take no chances with the 
Sunday Closing and Journeymen Barbers’ 
Protective Association, which promises to 
continue its relentless warfare on the men 
who keep their shops open on Sunday. 

Judge Gibbons, in order to give the per- 
sons interested in the Cody law a chance to 
test it in the higher court, said he would 
impose a fine pre forma, so that a record 
might be wrepared for the present term of 
the.Supreme Court. The fact that the law 
is at present in force prevents any opinion 
of a lower court having an effect upon the 
operation of thelaw. The caseinvolved was 
that of Proprietor Bden of the Great North- 
ern, who was fined in a lower court for keep- 
ing his barber shop open on Sunday, Judge 
Gibbons said: | 


Law Is Arbitrary. 

‘'The courts cannot take cognizance of the 
moral aspect of the case even though a 
seventh day of rest seems to be established 
hy «divine decree or natural necessity. 
Whether we.accept the account of creation 
so graphically given in Genesis as literally 
true or adopt the theories of scientists that 
the creation was the result of successive 
evolutions extending through numberless 
cycles, long antedating the Mosaic period, 
we can but recognize that the economy of 
all creation proclaims the wisdom and ne- 
cessity of rest? 

“I would gladly uphold tmpartial legisla- 
tion ordaining one day of rest in every seven, 
and if that day of rest should fall on Sunday 
it would meet with hearty approval from the 
great majority of the American people, but Il 
could never willingly assent to a law which 
would single out one class of citizens and 
visit it with penalties and punishments for 
actions which are innocent in themselves, 
from which all other elasses are exempted. 
Nor should I willingly assent to legislation 
which would place the ban of outlawry upon

The |mé@st pathetic scenes of the awful 
tragedy were those about the morgue, where 
the relatives of the victims gathered to 
identify their friends. Hundreds of people 
flocked to the morgues and with anxiéus 
and inquiring faces implored and demanded 
to see the. pallid and mangled faces of the 
dead.

Is Class Legislation. 

Upon summing up the construction of the 
laay the court remarked: 

‘The law in question is class legislation, 
and deprives barbers of their property with- 
out due process of law. This must be soun- 
less it is proven that the business or voca- 
tion of a barber is hurtful to the community, 
tends to promote pauperism or crime, or 
prevoke a breach of the peace, 
its labor is property. The faculties of the 
mind and their production are property and 
are as securely protected under the law as 
any other species of property. The man who 
delivers milk and cream at our doors every 
Sunday morning, the carrier who supplies 
the Sunday paper, are. public benefactors. 
they supply nourishment for the body and 
food for the mind, and why should they be 
denounced as Violators of the law. Several 
men engaged in the labors of the day cannot. 
afford the time to be bathed and barbered 
except on Sunday. If a man may perform 
this duty himself why should he be deprived 
of the right to employ another to perform 
it? Does the employing constitute the 
vrong?”’ 

: In ecinebeidiliies his opinion Judge Gibbons 
eaid: ‘“‘When the Legislature of this State 
shall in its wisdom enact a law based upon 
a wise public policy to promote rest from la- 
ber on Sunday, a law applicable alike to all 
classes of citizens and 
business and vocations, then it shall be up- 
reld; otherwise it must receive the seal of 
judicial disapproval as partial and arbitra- 
ry in its nature and an unwarrantable exer- 
cise of legislative power.” 

Will Keep Up the Fight. 

President Hey of the Sunday Closing and 
Journeymen Barbers’ Protective Associa- 
‘ion said jlast night that Judge Gibbons’ de- 
cision would not end the fight, 

“We have no intention,” he declared, “‘of 
giving up our efforts until the law has been 
passed upon by the Supreme Court. Our 
members will keep tab tomorrow on all the 
shops that are open, just as we have been 
doing since the law went into effect.

Whether we will cause 
any more arrests to be made pending the 
Supreme Court's consideration of the matter 
is something. I cannot speak about now, 
However, the committee will receive re- 
ports on Monday as to who Keeps open to- 
morrow. Omby a few of the boss barbers be- 
long to our organization. Its membership 
is composed principally of the journeymen 
barbers. Whether those of them employed 
by anti-closing bosses will refuse to work on 
Sundays. if requested to do so is a question 
that, so far as I know, has not been dis- 
cussed... What they will do remains to be 
seen,”

scarcity of betting, doubtless felt them-

a meeting with the Brooklynites. The Yale 
team played horse with the Jerseymen,.who 
had out their strongest ‘players to make a 
good showing against old Eli’s sons for ob- 
vious reasons. 

The result was a great surprise. The 
orange team was in splendid fettle for the 
striggle, and in view of the disheartening 
reports sent out about Capt. Thorne’s men 
there were many who hoped the Jerseymen 
might gain a victory over the New Haven 
blue. The feeling in orange’s favor was 
heightémed by. the first glimpse of the Yale 
players when they tumbled out upon the 
soggy field. They were bandaged and 
braced up as if each man was crippled for 
life, and presented a sorry contrast to the 
lively, gingery, unscathed Jerseymen. 


Orange Is Never In It. 


Orange never had a chance to score. The 
Jerseymen could do absolutely nothing 
against Yale’s supposedly weak line when 
things came down to a pinch. One time 
Cummings found a hole between Murphy 
and W. Cross and went through for fifteen 
yards with half a dozen men dragging at 
him, while on’ another occasion Offen- 
heimer jumped through an opening big 
enough to drive a horse and carriage 
through which lay between Rogers and 
Chadwick. This was on the last down of 
orange. Bird had gone back for a kick and 
it was reasonable to suppose Yale's left 
guard and tackle had been fooled by the 
trick. But at other times there were no 
considerable gains, Yale’s line being a stone 
wall *to the aggressive playing of the Jer- 
seymen. 

The orange players made some brilliant 
runs around the ends, Bass’ position being 
attacked successfully a number of times 
by Bird, Cummings, Dyer, and Fielder. 
Bass, however, made up for this delinquency 
by several clever tackles and some great 
running down the field on punts. 

The side lines were full of Princetonians 
with an eager, collective eye to pick up points 
which might be of aid in next Saturday's 
contest with Yale at Manhattan field. 
Capt. Thorne largely restricted his cam- 
paign to punting and straight football, and 
whenever the New Haven boys massed for 
business the orange line crumbled before 
the savage onslaughts made by Yale backs. 


Yale Team Does Not Weaken. 

In the first half the blue did not score 
until eighteen minutes of playing time had 
elapsed. Much of this was taken up ex- 
changing punts, young Bird doing well 
against Jerrems. In the second half Gordon 
took Bird’s place and kick after kick was 
blocked by the New Haven men, the Orange 
line being unable to hold its opponents long 
enough to give Gordon an opportunity to 


punt. It was in this second half that Or- 
ange expected to doits great work. Th@idea 
was that Capt.Thorne’s aggregation Would 


be weakened and by putting in fresh men at 
many points the Jersey men expected to 
bear down their rivals. But the Yale men 
were in splendid fighting condition in spite 
of their many bandages, saddles, and other 
accouterments, and warded off the aggres- 
sive play easily. 

A cut over Thorne’s eye troubled him by 


breaking open afresh at each charge into 


the Orange line and frequent bandaging was 
called for. Otherwise the Yale captain was 
not incapacitated. Chadwick and ‘“‘Pop’’ 
Buell had an interesting time, but honors 
were with the Yale man at the close, the Jer- 
sey man being badly used up. 

In the second ‘half all Yale’s touchdowns 
were made through the medium of blocked 
kicks. The one time the Orange line was at 
all effective against Yale’s desperate chart- 
ing was in this half, when, with the ball 
within four yards of the Orange goal, it went 
to the Jersey men on downs.

AS LOOKED AT WITH MAROON EYES. 


Victory Increases the Chance of the 
Chicagoans Going South. 

By defeating Northwestern yesterday Chi- 
cago has won a place among the first college 
teams of the West. The game was played 
on a field one end of which was mud and the 
other fairly dry sod. The wet day should 
have favored the heavier Chicago team, but 
in the second half the ball was on the dry 
end ofthe field nearly the whole time with no 
more advantage for Northwestern than dur- 
ing the first half, when the ball was on the 
wet end of the field: 

The game was much more one-sided than 
the score indicates. Northwestern did not 
have the ball past Chicago's forty-yard line 
except once, when it got it on the five-yard 
line on a fumbled kick. The Chicago team 
was superior in running and in interference, 
while Northwestern had slightly the better 
of the tackling. There was much more punt- 
ing in the game than is ysually seen in the 
West, and Chicago had decidedly the better 
of it. Phil Allen blocked two of Van Dooz.- 
er’s kicks, the second yielding a safety. 

The great improvement in the defensive play 
of the Chicago team since its former game 
with the Evanston men was one of the most 
notable features of the game. Potter was 
unable to make gains and was thrown be- 
hind the line several times for losses. Clay 
Alien did the best defensive work of any 
man on the fleld and stopped nearly all-of 
Chicago’s attempts to gain around left end. 

Looney played his first game on the Chi- 
cago team at right guard and proved to bea 
valuable man. He broke through repeated-

Natatorium the Scene of Some Fine 
Struggies for Prizes in the Swimming 
Contests=The Winners and Time. 

G, A. Thorne won the 100 yards Chicago 
Athletic’ Association's swimming champion- 
ship in its tank last night for the 
third consecutive timé in the fast 
going of 1:083-5. This beats the 
best time heretofore made at the elub, 
and probably touches any record made in 
atank in America. By winning last night's 
contest Thorne also. captured the Booth 
championship cup and a gold medal for 
beating the best previous record [his own] of 
1:11 1-5. G. C. Rew, his only competitor, it 
was thought, was fast enough to nose the 


champion out, but when Thorne touched the. 


rail at the end of the fifth and final lap, Rew 
was fully seven yards away. 

Although beaten off, Rew has the satis- 
faction of knowing he compelled the cham- 
pion to slash two and three-fifth seconds off 


the record. 

The race for the first three laps was hotly 
contested and close, but on the fourth turn 
Thorne began pulling away, and won easily. 
The difference in the style of stroke used by 
each man tells the story. Thorne used the 
double overhand Trudgeon stroke such as is 
used by the South Sea Islanders, and is con- 
sidered the fastest stroke known for short 
distances. Rew took to the single overhand 
English racing stroke, which, while prettier 
to look at, is not as telling as that used by 
Thorne. Rew made a game struggle, and 
although defeated, was liberally applauded 
for the fine effort he made. 


Im the Pink of Condition. 


Both men were in the pink of condition. 
Each scaled about 158 pounds, and they are 
undoubtedly the best swimmers in-this sec- 
tion of the country. The first event on the 
program was the novwice race, distance 80 
yards. There were but two entries, J. Hi. 
Patrick and 8S. H. Hunt. 
water together at the word, and raced 
along neck and neck for two laps, amid the 
cries of “‘Go in,’Patrick,’’ “Keep at him, 
Hunt,” ete. The former drew away on the 
third lap, and at the turn was Yully two 
yards to the good. Hunt made his turn, 
but seeing he was beaten gave up the race. 

With the exception of the championship 
event the 80-yard handicap affair was the 
most exciting. The large number of entries 
necessitated five heats. and they were so ar- 
ranged by Prof. Robinson that every con- 
testant was conceded a chance. The first 
heat went to J. L. Stack, the 35-second man 
(the longest handicap), who defeated E. A. 
Russell after a hot struggle, and.all out at 
that. G. J. Williams took the second heat 
from W. Wrigley Jr. by two feet. The win- 
ner had four seconds start on Wrigley and 
was forced to do considerable splashing and 
hard work to reach the rail first. 4 

Ira J. Couch, winner of the event, capt- 
ured the third heat. The champion started 
in this heat from scratch, while Couch had 
twenty seconds start, and at that only won 
by a yard. J. W. Thorne, wWitn a four-second 
handicap, took the fourth heat, and R. D. 
Hill the fifth. The-winner in each heat 
started in the final, and although J. W. 
Thorne was giving Couch sixteen seconds 
start, the latter was compelied to put in his 
best strokes to win by five feet. 

Wentworth \Wins at Diving. 

The diving and plufging contest had four- 

aS won by F. W. Went- 

worth, who scored*¥fourteen points. E. A. 
Russell was second with twelve points to 
his credit. Wentworth, the winner, is a 200- 
pounder, but his weight did not affect his 
work in the least. His hoop dives and plunge 
brought forth greatapplause. The fact that 
the champion, Rew Hunt, and J. H. Pat- 
rick, all noted divers, took part in the con- 


test makes Wentworth’s win all the more ; 


noteworthy. 

The final event was a polo contest between 
teams Captained by G. A. Thorne and 8S. H. 
Hunt, which was won by the former team. 
Betore the final heat in the eighty-yards 
handicap race Prof. -John Robinson and 
Henry A, Cronin gave an exhibition of diving 
and scientific swimming. They began their 
act by diving from the gallery, coming up 
with feet and arms locked. They floated, 
turned somersets, single and double, and did 
a number of other fancy and interesting 
feats, all of which were loudly cheered. 

Gold medals were presented to the winners 
and silver medals to the second men in all 
the events but the tub and novice race. W. 
V. Booth, donor of the championship cup, 
will hang up another for the boys to contest 
for.

SHOW GRANNON FARO CAN LOSE, 


Kentucky Plunger Loses $70,000, Demon- 
strating the Game Is a Strong One, 


New Yor, Nov. 16.—[{Special.]—For more 
than a week bookmakers and sporting men 
have been talking of a “star losing’ made by 
Riley Grannan, the young turf plunger. 
One story was that he had dropped $40,000 
in a sitting at the game of ‘“‘boston.”’ This 
was not credited, nor was the rumor that he 
had been playing poker with disastrous re- 
sults. The latest story, which leaked out 
tonight, however, is believed to be based on 
facts. Grannan rarely loses at poker when 
no limit is placed on the betting. He does 
not play “‘boston” so well, and it cost him 
$1,000 oné evening last week for six hours’ 
fun at this game. 

After this experience he is said to have 
discussed the game of faro with several 
friends. He held that the percentage against 
the player was much greater than the best 
mathematicians have.been able to discover 
after years of wearisome computations. 
Grannan expressed himself as willing to 
open a little ‘“‘snap’’ game to demonstrate 
the force of his argument. He had $26,000 
when he proposed to deal “‘the bank.” 

Grannan began to dea! for two of the heay- 
iest faro players in the country, Pat Sheedy, 
and a man almost as widely known in the 
sporting world. The limit at the opening 
was $250 to ‘“‘cases’’ and $500 to “doubles,” 
Grannan at onestage of the proceedings was 
$5,000 ahead. After four hours’ steady play 
the dealer ‘‘turned over his box,”’ indicating 
there were no more funds in the bank. 

Every opportunity was given him to recoy- 
er his losses, but it was not until $467000 in 
paper, aside from his original capital, had 
been won by the players, the story has it, 
that Grannan decided to give up dealing. 
None of the men connected with the affair 
are in town. Sheedy, whose winnings were 
said to have been $12,000, is reported to have 
gone abroad. Grannan is in Kentucky, and

Good- 
win, after his release, was first heard of at 
Spokane, where he is said to have made a 
rabid Anarchist speech—so violent, indeed, 
as to disgust the workingmen among his 
audience, His next manifestation was at 
Kalispell, where he got together a gang of 
hoodiums and began killing engines and 
wrecking cars. For this he was promptly 
arrested and sent to the loca! jail, from which 
he was afterwards released on bail. 

How can the A. R. U. expect any headway 
with such leaders as Goodwin? It is not 
known whether or not he was acting under 
the advice and instruction of Debs and 
Keliher. If so, these leaders prudently re- 
mained in the background and so escape re- 

nsibility for overt acts. But Keliher, in 
his recent attempt to bluff President Hill, 
displayed as little judgment as Goodwin. 
Goodwin attempted to bluff the public, but 
found it could not be terrorized by half a 
dozen hoboes; and Keliher found President 
Hill was not a man to be frightened by paper 
bullets. — 

This abortive attempt at a strike on the 
Great Northern probably ends the career 
of the A. R. U. as an active and influential 
factor in labor circles. Sensible laboring 
men will not be likely to commit their fort- 
unes in the future to an organization con- 
trolled by leaders who have displayed such

marked incapacity as Debs, Keliher, and 
Goodwin. Debs is unquestionably a‘ fluent 
and smooth talker. His theories, dressed 
up in his plausible rhetoric, are captivating 
to some minds. But in action he displayed 
such an utter lack of prudence, judgment,: 
and in fact all the qualities of successful 
leadership as to discourage any following 
his bright intellectual qualities might rally 
around him. Debs is. no more fit to leada 
ractical labor movement than a college pro- 
essor of moral philosophy would be to com- 
mand an army in a desperate battle. He is 
perhaps honest in his conceptions, but he has 
apparently gathered around him a lot of 
unscrupulous and dangerotis subordinate 
leaders who are sure to run any movement 
which they start bump up against the law, 
forfeit public sympathy, and get into un- 
limited trouble. 

Labor movements headed by ruffians can- 
not succeed. It requires rare judgment, cool- 
ness, intelligence, and discrimination to suc- 
cessfully wage the battle of labor. It de- 
mands a knowledge of conditions, good judg- 
ment. in selecting the time for a forward 
movement, and sense enough not to butt 
one’s head against a stone wall. Mr. Keli- 
her has hardly display<d these qualities in 
bringing matters te an issue with the Great 
Northern—and he is said to have acted on

iz insensibility to the law-abiding 
ion which pervades the community.

He 
was editor of the Christian Review in Boston in 
1842-°48, and editor of the various publica- 
tions of the Baptist Missionary Union in 
1854-’69.

He 
recaived the degree of D, D. from Waterville 
College in 1854. 


Mr. Smith dida large amount of literary 


work, mainly in the line of hymnology, his 
most noted composition being the American 
national hymn, ** My Country, "Tis of Thee,” 
which was written when he was a 
theological student and first sung at 
a children’s celebration in the Park Street 
Charch, Boston, July 4, 1832.

Places Where All Prescriptions Are 
Filled for Ten Cents, 

The only dime drug store in the world is 
located in South Halsted street, Chicago. 

At this dispensary all prescriptions, re- 
gardiess of the compounds, regardless of 
the labor in compounding, are filled for the 
sum of ten United States cents. The store 
is.a benevolent institution in a community 
which previous to its establishment stood 
much in need of benevolence; it attracts an 
enormous trade from the patrons for whose 
benefit it was originated; the customers re- 
eéive the benefit and the drugs, and the 
store manages to weather financial! storms, 
though it might not be able to keep its head 
above water without the more than occa- 
sional donation of stocks of patent medi- 
cines and prepared foods which Chicago 
manufacturers donate to keep the charity 
institution on its feet. 

The drug store is part and parcel of the 
Harvey miedical settlement, Nos. 208, 210, 
212 South Halsted street, a portion of Chica- 
go inhabited for the greater part by “‘shab- 
by genteel, too proud to beg, too honest to 
steal,”’ and a still lower class not affected 
by the aforementioned pride. 

The medical settlement is constituted of 
the following named charitable institu- 
tions: The Harvey Hospital, Harvey Free 
Dispensary, Harvey Training-School for 
Nurses, Harvey QCut-Practice, Harvey Med- 
ical College, and Harvey Dime Drug 
Store. 

Dr. Marshall, Dr. Frances Dickenson,and 
Dr. Effie Lobdell, assisted by Miss Amy 
Mace, a registered pharmacist in charge of 
the drugstore, and such physicians who 
may chance to have patients In the Harvey 
Hospital, have entire charge of the com- 
munity, from a médical standpoint. 

Other societies take an interest in the poor 
of this neighborhood; the Epworth League 
looks to the preservation of diseased and 
other souls, and Hull House Christianly en- 
Geavors to promote affairs socially, but the 
Harvey settlement has control from a 
medicinal point of the compass, and judging 
from its efficient work since the inaugura- 
tion of its efforts Jan. 1, 1894; its labors have 
been crowned with warranted success. The 
Harvey Hospital was opened on that date 
and started in business with seven beds and 
four patients, and has since been reconstruct- 
ed so as to accommodate thirty sufferers. 
The' services of the best men and women 
physicians and surgeons are accorded 
patients at a nominal cost and in cases of 
extreme poverty or accident are furnished 
free of charge. The intention of the man- 
agement of the hospital, as is the case in the 
government of the dime drug store, is to 
provide a proper place for worthy poor who 
do not like the County Hospital because of 
the almost general aversion to being classed 
among paupers, resulting from being a 
patient in a free hospital. And there are 
poor and sick able to afford the cost of treat- 
ment and nursing in a hospital of this sort 
who could not pay the ordinary cost at- 
tached to receiving proper medical attend- 
ance. The income from patients at the Har- 
vey Hospital does not cover the expense of 
maintaining the institution and the manage- 
ment will appreciate donations which will 
tend to further the good work. Any 
physician of good standing is permitted to 
place patients in the hospital. 

Harvey Dispensary is for the immediate 
attention to those who sustain accidents in 
factories and others who become suddenly 
ill, as is often the case, from living in filth 
and insufficiently ventilated quarters, from 
crowding into tenements and such similar 
causes common to poorer districts of large 
cities. J. A. Clark, M. D., presides over the 
dispensary and the place is kept open all day. 
Treatment is furnished at a cost which 
brings it within the reach of even the most 
povertystricken, as the charge to sick and 
injured is necessarily so small the dispensary 
is not self-sustaining. It is admitted this 
dispensary is one of the most useful and 
carefully managed in the city. 

Harvey Training-School for Nurses fur- 
nishes a practical and thorough course of 
instruction to women in the care of sick and 
wounded that they may become skillful and 
efficient nurses in the home and in hospital 
wards. Miss Westerberg is Superintendent 
of this branch of Harvey medical settlement 


-and spares neither time nor labor in teach- 


ing those in attendance the art of caring for 
the sick. The school is prepared to furnish 
trained nurses for service in or out of town. 

The Superintendent of the hospital an- 
swers all calls to attend people in their 
homes. She is frequently requested to fur- 
nish her services to children and looks to the 
comforts of newborn babies and graciously 
assists affiicted families ine times of death 
among their little ones. The “‘out practice’”’ 
consists of administering to children’s wants 
such as do not come in the médical category 
and is often called tipon to supply children’s 
clothing. There are many cases among peo- 
ple in this immediate neighborhood where 
no fit clothing is on hand for babies. To 
make better service in the Harvey “out prac- 
tice’’ department supplies of baby clothing 
are solicited and will be put to the best prac- 
tical use if left or sent to the >ospital.

MADAGASCAR HAS MANY RESOURCES. 


Possibilities with Sugar Cane, Cotton, 

Vanilla Plants, and Chocolate Tree. 

From New York World: Now thdt 
France has Mohammed securely in her grasp 
her wise men are beginning to direct atten- 
tion towards the best methods of turning to 
account that island’s vast but undeveloped 
agricultural possibilities, and to assert that 
in time it should become a veritable mine of 
wealth for the nation. 

It is stated that sugar cane can be culti- 
vated as successfully in Madagascar as in 
Cuba. Cotton grows wild almost every- 
where, and in a few instances where its cul- 
tivation has been attempted the product has 
been of extraordinarily fine quality. 

The vanilla plant also flourishes in Mada- 
gascar. Few people are aware that the 
source of this commonest of flavoring ex- 
tracts is a parastic plant, like the orchid. 
Though it grows wild, the best results are 
obtained from its cultivation. It-is propa- 
gated by cuttings, and it takes eighteen 
months for the first flowers to appear. The 
flowers, as well as the tiny seeds, are the 
bases for the extract of commerce. Bight 
hundred flowers will furnish a little over a 
pound of prepared vanilla, and each well- 
grown plant is said to bear 2,000 flowers. The 
annual product of vanilla, from all parts of 
the globe, is estimated at about 250,000 
pounds, nearly half of which comes from the 
Island of 
another of France’s colonial possessions. 
The present value of a pound of this product 
in France is about five francs, or $1. 

Coffee also grows readily in Madagascar, 
and tobacco and rice have been cultivated 
there on a small seale with great success. 
The climate and soil are likewise admirably 
suited to the growth of the cacao, or choco- 


lave tree. This reaches the height of about 


twenty feet and lives for some forty years. 
It does not begin to bear its seeds in abund- 
ance, however, and be profitable, until after 
the seventh year. Then the Owner of a 
chocolate plantation may take his ease and 
live with little toil, and grow rich for the 
next three decades.

The United States ‘Cirenit Court has been

Personal Inspections Lead Him te Con- 
demn Two Jobs=—Says He Will Enforce 
Literal Compliance with Specifications. 
Second Offenses May Be Bars to Fut- 
ure dding=Inspectors Found Gai'ty 
of Negtect or Collusion Will Be Dis- 
charged. ' 

Contractors paving city streets will here- 
after be forced to live up to the strict require- 
ments of their contracts and specifications. 
The greater part of yesterduy was spent by 


Commissioner Kent in looking personally 


alter some of the streets which are being 
paved at present. It is promised there will 
also be a lively shaking up in the Inspection 
Bureau of the Street Department uniess rad- 
ical changes are made in the methods pur- 
sued by some of the officials. 

The Commissioner visited Illinois street, 
which, in part, is being paved with cedar 
blocks by Fariey & Co., under a c.ty con- 
tract calling for a concrete base, He found 
the full amount of concrete was not being 
placed in the foundation, and he immediately 
ordered achange made by the contractors 
and condemned that part of the street al- 
ready paved and at fault. Concerning his in- 
vestigations Commissioner Kent said: 

"I went uver on Illinois street and found 
the contracturs were not living up to the 
terms of their specifications. | immediately 
ordered the work done according to con- 
tract and condemned that part which had 
teen paved with the concrete pavement an 
inch anda haif less than is required. Over 
on Green street I found in the pavement 
which is being !aid by White & Valentine, of 
the cedar block variety, they were nut putting 
in the required amount of tar between the 
blocks. The work was stopped until I could 
find the contractors, and then I informed 
them the work must be done honestly and in 
the event I found them committing a second 
offense I would retaliate not oniy by con- 
demning the work, but by prohibiting them 
to bid on any further work whieh the depart- 
ment may control, 

‘* As for the inspectors, lam going to get 
after them pretty lively. If I finda man is 
not attending to his business and allows con- 
tractors to siight their work he will be dis- 
charged. The work must be done as the con- 
tract prescribes and the inepectors must pro- 
tect the property-owners, who stand the ex- 
pense of the work, by seemg they receive the 
va.ue of their money and all to which they 
are justly entitled.”’

Spanish Minister Urging an Active 
War Against Cuban Agents. 

Washington D. C., Nov. 16.—Minister Du* 
puy de Leme of Spain has been active for 
several weeks through the Spanish Consuls 
and his private agents in order to put a stop 
to what he velieves to be extensive and sys- 
tematic fil‘bustering. His vigilance led to 
several developments today. . 

Official. iniormation was received that 
twenty-one members of a party which Iicft 
New York in October had beeen indicted by 
the British authorities at Nassau. 

Word came from Charleston, 8S. C., of the 
seizure there of the steamer Laurada, with 
the prospects that this will be followed by 
other seizures and by numerous prosecutions 
of those in any way connected with the ves- 
sels, on the charge of violating the neutrality 
laws 

From another quarter came information 
concerning another filibustering expedition 
thought to be on the steamer Jamaica, 

The seizure of the Laurada is the result of 


a watch which has been kept on the vessel 


for more than a month. The Spanish au-

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ELECTION FOR SCHOOL PENSION 
FUND CUSTODIANS. 


Convention of Teachers and Employes 
of the Board of Education Nomi- 
mates Fifteen Candidates to Fill 
Places on the Board of Trustees of 
the School Pension System Author- 
ized by the Last Legislatare—Lively 
Scenes in the Meeting. 

The School Pension Fund convention met 
yesterday morning in the Schiller Theater 
and selected fifteen persons from whom the 
teachers and employés of the Board of Edu- 
cation will, within the next three days, select 
two trustees to represent them in’the Board 
of Trustees of thé school pension system 


provided ‘for by an act of the Legislature 


last winter, the rest of this board consisting 
of the Board of Education and the school 
superintendents. 

The attendance was fully 300, and com- 
pletely filled the parquette, the election not 
having been exactly in accordance with the 
Suggestions of the Board of Education. In 
its action providing for this convention the 
board said: 

“It is suggested that each school within 
the City of Chicago select one representative 
from among the teachers and school em- 
ployés to attend a meeting to be held in the 
eeegigd Theater on the morning of the 16th 
nst.’’ 

Instead of this, however, the teachers of each 
school elected one teacher as a representa- 
tive, and the employés, knowing they would 
be in a minority at all the schools, held a 
mass-meeting down-town and. elected as 


many of their own number delegates as they 


thought they were entitled to, which was 
twenty. These twenty sat together on the 
west side of the parquette. 


Delay in Organization. 
Supt. Lane did not attend the convention 


.at all, and it was called to order by Prin- 


cipal Louis J. Block of the John Marshall 
School, Chairman of the committee of 
teachers appointed to secure legislation last 
winter. The effort to secure an organiza- 
tion was tedious, but resulted at length in 
the choice of Mr. Block as Chairman and 
Miss Harriet N. Winchell, Principal of the 
Tilden School, as Secretary. A determined 
Opposition was made by many of the deie- 
gates to the election of officers or the trans- 
action of any business whatever until it had 
been ascertained who were present and 
who constituted the committee, and this 
question of credentials came up every few 
minutes for an hour longer. Some wanted 
a roll-call, some wanted the members to 
stand up, and some wanted the Secretary 
to simply take down the name of any mem- 
ber not already on the roll. All that was 
done about it was to ask the convention to 
rise, and then ask all who had not risen to 
withdraw to the dress circle. 

The apprehensions of the employés, which 
led them to hold their own kind of election. 
was the dominant feeling of the meeting. 
This was shown as soon as the officers had 
been elected by Assistant Clerk Fessenden 
offering the following resolution: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this convention 
that of the tw? trustees elected to serve on the 
Board ef Trustees of the Pension Fund one should 
be selected from the ‘teachers and one from the 
einployés,

From this point the convention was a 
ecene of parliamentary confusion that could 
not be followed by the closest observer.

Woes of the Committee. 

The convention then adjourned in haste, 
but the committee was immediately called 
together and was in session in a room on the 
twelfth floor of the Schiller Building for the 
rest of the afternoon, making arrangements 
for the election. It organized by electing 
Mr. Tibbits Chairman and Miss Locke Sec- 
retary, and forthwith a number of perplex- 
ing questions arose, especially about the 
ballots.

Supposed Wealthy Man Dying in a Hos- 
pital at Duluth. 

Duluth, Minn., Nov. 16.—[{Special.]—With 
his throat cut from ear to ear an unknown 
man lies dying at St. Luke’s Hospital, this 
city, and the deepest mystery surrounds 
the case. Who the man is or how he came 
by his injuries the police and the doctor who 
took him to the hospital refuse to state.

Irish Settlers in a State of Threatening In- 
surrection. 

Ottawa, Ont., Nov. 16.—The backwoods 
country in the region of the upper Gatineau 
Hills and forests north of Ottawa seems to 
be in a state of insurrection against the 
Government of Quebec. 

The settlers of this region are almost ex- 
clusively Irish, who came out: over forty 
years ago.

If left as it is, unsupportéd, some day the 
City Hall might break in two and fall down. 
Near its center in the west wall there is a 
large, dangerous-looking crack extending 
from roof to basement and across the fourth 
floor ceiling. This indicates that the south 
wing has been undergoing @ steady settling 
process, but whe ‘her on account of insecure 
foundations or tremendous weight in the Pub- 
lic Library room is unknown, 

The condition of things was discovered two 
or three days ago, when a gang of plasterers 
went up in the library to repair the plaster- 
ing at the intersection of the fire wall and 
ceiling ruined by leaks in the roof. 

They noticed the two steel girders resting 
on columns at the top of the fire wall had 
pulled away from the original joint fully four 
inches, leaving great rents in the curved Ccon- 
nection of wall and ceiling. The-e girders 
have been drawn outward so far that not to 
exceed oneinch anda halfof the extreme 
ends now rest on the supporting column. 

Examined by Engineers. 

Librarian Hild’s attention was called to 
the matter. He had previously noticed cracks 
in the wall and plastering, but never real- 
ized .into how dangerous a condition 
the edifice is getting. He sent for the Ea- 
gineer of the Buiidmg Department and had a 
hasty examination of the pretnises made, It 
did not take the engineer long to decide that 
something must be done to suppyrt the wirg 
drawing out of the girders. 
He says the onty way to do this is by means 
of heavy iron rods running through the entire 
length of the bui ding. Only the south wing, 
or a little more than two-thirds of the struct- 
ure, appears affected. The crack in the west 
wall, to all appearances, extends through the 
entire’ width of the massive wail of stone, 
brick, and mortar. 

The fourth-story stone coping at the ‘sixth 
window, where it was originally joined to the 
buttress coping, has pulled away until there 
is a crevice between them at least three 
inches wide. 

While there is eaid to be no occasion for 
immediate alarm Librarian Hild and his em- 
ployés are affected with feelings not pleasant. 
They would rather be where no signs of a pos- 
ible calamity confronts them every day. 

For this reason a contract to have it fixed

be necessary, however, for the Council to pass 
an order directing the work done and the ex- 
penditure made, 

Cause of the Trouble. 


Inspector Peters conducted a brief exam- 
ination yesterday with a view to ascertaining,. 
if possible, the true cause of the trouble. e 
submitted a partial report to Chief Inspector 
© Shea, in which he says: 

‘+I find the beams which carry the tile 
rooting and ceiling under the roof are shift- 
ing from their bearings, caused by the settling 
of the foundations. ‘The building seems to be 
pulling apart, north and south, and as there is 
no tie or strap at beam ends I would suggest 
that the rods be put oy the building 
north and south to tie the building and stop 
the walis from giving any further, and that 
the tile work which is leaving the iron girders 
be repaired and made firm.” 

Chief Inspector O’Shea said; ‘* While there 
is no cause for fear, as the building has been 
settling ever since it was put up, it 1s essen- 
tial that tie rods be put in to stop the shifting 
of the roof-supporting beams. Monday we 
will obtain the plans and then make a minute 
exe mination.”’ 

There is a theory the great weight of the 
library has much to do with causing that 
wing to settle. There are 220,000 bvoks in 
the library. Mr. Kidd estimates they will 
weigh 660,000 pounds, or 330 tons. In ad- 
dition there are the casea and fixtures, which 
increase the weight. However, the engineer 
said this weight had nothing to do with the 
settling process. 

In order to relieye the pressure as much as 
possible,» Mr. Hild said last evening he would 
try to move as many books this winter as 
possible, and thought he would be able to 
transfer 25,000 vo.umes to the new library, 
where they can be stored until it is ready for 
occupancy. 

Masonic Temple Settling. 


The heavy rain of yesterday brought the re- 
cent settling of the Masonic Temple into 
considerable prominence. When the build- 
ing was first put up a margin 6r five inches 
was allowed for'settling between the outer 
sheathing and the sidewalk. It is now esti- 
mated, however, the heavy structure has sunk 
to a depth of nine inches. 

Afterthe first five inches of settling wags 
completed the iron work on the sides caught 
the inner edge of the sidewalk and has gradu- 
ally carried it down until the general slunt of 
the walk is toward the building instead of 
away from it. 

The result was much in evidence yesterday 
in the shape of asmall lake of water sur- 
rounding the building, causing passers-by to 
move in single file on the outside edge of the 
sidewalk. —

A ride with Engineer Kingan on one of 
these preliminary runs was full of interest. 
The scene in the round house, before the 


gue, the men taking on odd shapes in the 
smoke of the torches. Amid all loomed the 
stalwart form of Engineer Kingan, over 
six feet in height and well proportioned, 
directing preparations. The locomotive was. 
run several miles into the country, to ascer- 
tain if it was working properly, preliminary 
to an initial trip with No. 12 train in the 
morning. During these trials notice was 
taken of the ease with which Mr. Kingan 
managed his cumbrous charge and how 
smoothly it seemed to glide over the rails. 

“She’s a great engine,’’ he remarked, 
“and I believe she will make great time.”’ 

When Mr. Kingan was asked to tell some- 
thing about his fast runs he showed diffi- 
dence, and remarked: 

**Come now, I can’t see that I have done 
anything remarkable. I have only done 
what the average engineer could have done 
just as well.” 

Jack Healy, the fireman, who is regarded 
as one of the best on the road, interrupted: 

“ Fast runs; I’d like to know when Jim 
has not been making fast runs. The trouble 
is to pick them all out.”’ 


Engineer Kingan’s Record. 

Mr. Kingan is modest about his successes 
and few railroad men talk less about such 
things than does he. He has been in the 
employ of the railroad company twenty- 
three years and as engineer eight years. 
Most of the time before going on the road 
he was a machinist. He knew how to make 
a locomotive before he started to run one. 
This experience has been to his advantage. 
Said he: 

“In order to make an engine go you must 
know how to get the work out of her and 
must understand her thoroughly.’’ 

It is just Mr. Kingan’s knack of making a 
locomotive work, just as some men can get 
work out of other men, that has given him 
a reputation as an engineer. 

“My first experience in rapid running,” 
said he, after the ice had been finally 
broken, *‘ was with the Kansas City train 
from Quincy to Galesburg, a distance of 100 
niiles. The schedule time was two hours 
and thirty-five minutes, and the train was a 
heavy one, consisting of seven or eight 
cars. We had to make seven stops. The 
run ‘in the.time made was always consid- 
ered a hard one, as it is nearly forty 
miles an hour, including the stops. To 
make the time we had to go fifty miles 
an hour. I have: made-the run several 
times in considerably better time than the 
schedule, but it was so long ago I have for- 
gotten the details.’’ 


Running the Fasi Mail. 

Mr. Kingan’s record was 'so excellent on 
this run when there was a vacancy in the 
office of road foreman he was appointed to 
that position and held it fortwo years. “His 
experience during this time gave him a 
larger knowledge of locomotives which is 
now serviceable. A year Or so ago the posi- 
tion of engineer on the fast maH run from 
Galesburg to Chicago and back was given 
him. He has since then had this run and 
has made a brilliant record. It is the most 
important run in many particulars on the 
road, and is also the most hazardous owing 
to the terrific speed that must be maintained. 
It is no wonder, therefore, that Jack Healy 
exclaimed: . . 

“Fast runs! We've been having fast runs 
ever since we've been on this fast mail] 
train!” 

The fast mail’s schedule time from Chi- 
cago to Galesburg is three hours and fif- 
teen minutes. The distance is 163 miles. 
On the way down five stops must be made, 
two of them for water. Said Mr. Kingan: 

“‘Few people have any idea how fast these 
runs are. You can figure it out for your- 
self: 163 miles In 195 minutes, with five 
stops and .two. slow ups. The actual run- 
ning time is close to a. mile a minute, and 
there are stretches of good track where we 
go faster than this. The train, too, is a 
heavy one, Fast as the schedule time is I 
have made the run faster.”’ 

Mile a Minute for Hours. 

“Yes,’’ irfterposed Jack Healy again, 
“we've made the trip in ail the way from 
%:05 to 3.15; our best trip was three hours 
and five minutes.’”’ : 

This remarkable run was made last April, 
and is said to be the fastest trip ever made 
by the.mail train between Chicago and 
Galesburg. Taking out the time consumed 
in stops and slow ups the time was just 
about a mile a minute for the whole distance. 

“If there has been a better run than that 
from Chicago here I have not heard of It,’’ 
commented Mr. Kingan. The achievefment 
at the time made a decided stir in railroad 
circles. , 

Every day for over a year Mr. Kingan has 
been speeding an engine close to the mile. 
limit, and occasionally exceeding it. 

“The engine with which these runs were 
made,” he explained, “is No. 512, what we 
ca]l a simple, class H, mogul.’’ This locomo- 
tive is not so heavy and has smaller drive 
wheels than the speed engines now being ex- 
perimented with, and yet under proper man- 
agement shows great power.. Some engi- 
neers contend that with a few changes these 
moguls. would be the fastest engines run- 
ning, but Mr. Kingan is inclined to the belief 
that the new No. 500 will produce even more

SUBURBAN TOWNS CRITICISED BY IN- 
SURANCE INSPECTORS. 


Oak Park, Ridgeland, and Austin Sup- 
plied by the Same Water Company, 
Said te Be Deficient in Necessary Ap-

Unless Improvements Are Made—South

Inspection has been made recently by spe- 
cial agents of the various insurance compan- 
ies of fire departments in the suburban towns 
in Cook County and of the outlying districts 
in the City of Chicago.

ANOTHER BRITON WILL SEND OVER 
| FOR THE COVETED TROPHY. °* 


Sir George Newnes Explains His Inten-~ 
tions in Detail—Will Get the Best 
Yacht That Money Can Proeure to 
Try to Win the America Cup—He 

_WiAill Not Challenge Formally Until 

More Representative Yachtsmen 
Have Been Given a First Chance. 
[SPECIAL CABLE.] 

London, Nov. 16.—[Copyrighted, 1895, by 
the Press Publishing Company, New York 
World.}—Sir George Newnes, in reply to a 
request of the World correspondent for his 
exact intentions touching a challenge for 
the America cup, wrote out the following 
statement: 

“It is not true that I have sent a challenge 
for the America cup, nor is it my intention 
to do so at present, There is a general con- 
census of opinion that it is much better to 
wait until the present feeling subsides. I 
have consulted an expert with a view to 
building a yacht to race for the cup at some 
future time, providing such challenge from 
me meets with the approval of representa- 
tive yachtsmen here. As the race is of in- 
ternational character I:don’t think any pri- 
vate individual ought on his own responsi- 
bility to issue such challenge, especially one 
who, like myself, is not in any sense a repre- 
sentative yachtsman. 

“I should, of course, ask that such ar- 
rangements and terms be made as would 
give us a fair race, and I am sure the New 
York Yacht club would also desire this. I 
have had some dealings with Americans in 
another different kind of sport—namely: 
chess. I arranged a match between New 
York and London, and everything passed off 
in the most amicable manner. I am at pres- 
ent arranging an international chess match 
between the United States and Great Brit- 
ain, to take place in January by cable. If 
ever I do race for the America cup I hope the 
negotiations about it will be carried on as 
pleasantly as over the chess matches.” 


Paper Makes Him Rich. 

Sir George, who has made a large fortune 
out of a weekly newspaper called Tit-Bits, 
much of which he expended in establish- 
ing the exceHent paper, the Westminster 
Gazette, and for which service to the 
Liberal party he was made baronet by Lord 
Rosebery, lives in a handsome country site 
on Putney Heath, and there handed the 
above statement to the World correspondent 
this morning. He afterwards talked freely 
on the subject. 


“I am,” he said, “comparatively new to . 


yachting, but am now buying a 500-ton 
steam yacht. I don't put myself forward as 
a representative yachtsman; but I think that 
further effort should be made to secure for 
the old country this coveted international 
trophy, as yachting has been a sport in 
which we should excel.”’ 

“Have. you decided who shall design your 
challenger?’ 

“No: the matter has not assumed suf- 
ficiently definite shape to decide that point. 
My intention is that if the best yachting 


knowledge, experience, and money can build | 


a yacht, capable of capturing the trophy it 
shall be-done; but I should not intervene 
until it is clear that no representative Brit- 
ish yachtsman or syndicate formed by any 
club proposes to issue a challenge.”’ 
Effect of Valkyrie Dispute.

“Well, to some extent I think it h ren- 


-aeréd the present moment opportune for 


taking the matter up; but I don’t want to 
get involved in the vortex of that quarrel, 
so I prefer making no reference toit. I be- 
lieve an English yacht can win this cup, and 
if no one else better qualified comes forward 
to challenge I shall do so, provided my action 
is approved by the British yachting world. 
That is all I can say at present. 

Sir George is not now member of any lead- 
ing yacht club, but as he said he knew a 
rrovision in deed of gift required the chal- 
lenge to be issued by a regular yacht club, it 
is to be presumed he is now up for election in 
some such organization. 

He has been a member of Parliament, sit- 
ting as supporter of Gladstone from 1885 to 
1892, representing, the great sporting center 
of Newmarket, where he was defeated this 
year by Hugh McAlmont, owner of the fa- 
mous race horse Isinglass, and one of the 
syndicate Dunraven in Valkyrie III. 

It is a peculiar fact, in view of his present 
intentions, that a crusade was made upon 
Sir George at the last election for the alleged 
sympathy of the Westminster Gazette with 
the purposes of the anti-sporting league or- 
ganization which has been prosecuting in the 
courts various racing officials, including the 
stewards of the Jockey club, for allowing 
bookmaking on racetracks. He denied this, 
holding out that he himself was an active 
sportsman in many directions. He is about 
50 years of age.

This outbreak ‘is regarded here as being 
significant, and as indicating that a system- 
atic campaign is directed from Yildiz Kiosk 
against all Christians and not against the 
Armenian Christians in particular, as has 
generally been believed to be the case. This 
puts quite a different and more serious com- 
plexion upon the whole matter, and is a 
feature which will immediately attract the 
attention of the powers, even if it has not 
already done so. 


Unexplained Arrests by Police. 
The police have continued making unex- 
_Plained arrests, and not a day passes without 


» revolutionary posters being placarded on the 


walls or distributed on the streets. The real 
state of affairs cannot be ascertained by the 
representatives of the embassies, much less 
by representatives of the press, but it is 
currently stated that 400 Softas (Turkish 
theological students) have recently been 
arrested. The cause of their imprisonment 
is said to be their refusal to return to their 
homes without receiving the money which is 
due them from the government for their ex- 
penses, etc, in undergoing their course of 
Study; but another and more likely version 
of the affair is that the students have been 
proved to te implicated in posting the revo- 
lutionary placards continually found in and 
about the public thoroughfares of this city. 
No definite action is known to have been 
taken by the Ambassadors of the powers, 
but it is reported that they will join in a note 
to the Porte informing the government of 
the Sultan that in spite of the remonstrances 
and recommendations of the powers matters 
have now reached that stage in Asia Minor 
where it is evident that the Sultan’s author- 
ity is not sufficient to quell the repeated dis- 
turbances which are breaking out, and it has 
become necessary for the powers, in the 
interests of Christianity and humanity, to 
put ‘an end to these disorders by occupying 


| jointly various portions of the Turkish Em- 
| pire until order is fully restored and a better 


system of government is inaugurated. 


Gathering of Naval Forces 

In order to carry out the policy of the pow- 
ers the most powerful fleet ever gathered 
together is being assembled at Salonica Bay. 
It will consist of about thirty. British war- 
ships, including a dozen battleships of the 
first-class; a dozen cr so,French ships, in- 
cluding half a dozen battleships; twelve Rus- 
sian warships, of which four will be battle- 
ships; eight Italian warships, of which num- 
ber four at least will be first-class battle- 
ships: and several Austrian aud German 
warships. The British fleet includes the 
flower of the British navy, and is constantly 
being reinforced. 


Massacres at Alexandretta. 

Rome, Nov. 16.—A dispatvh received here 
from Alexandretta, Northern Syria, says 
that a massacre of Christians has occurred 
in the vicinity of that town and in the pres- 
ence of 800 Turkish soldiers, who did not ren- 
der any assistance. It is added that the Eu- 
ropean residents. of Alexandretta are in 
danger. 

Details Received at Boston. 

Boston, Mass., Nov. 16.—The following ca- 
blegram was received.today by the Ameri- 
can Board of Foreign Missions from the Rev. 
H. O. Dwight of Constantinople, by way of 
Philippopolts: 

“Five hundred were killed in Karpoot; 
eight of twelve mission buildings burned; 
lives spared, houses stripped; Turks will re- 
gard this as a test of the intention of the 
United States to defend the missions. No 
missionaries anywhere were killed. Villages 
everywhere are desolated; people naked and 
starving; instant help. DwIGuHurT.”’ 

The buildings destroyed at Karpoot are 
those of the American Board. Karpoot is 
200 miles southwest of Erzeroum and about 
twenty miles east of the Euphrates. It is 
the center of a large number of villages cov- 
ering an extended plain and constituting 
the only section of Armenia where the Ar- 
menians can fairly claim to constitute a 
majority of the population. The city itself 
has a large Turkish population, but the 
It is the 
seat of Euphrates College. Fifteen out- 
stations lie within ten miles of the city. 

The Arabkir field, on the west, was joined 
to Karpoot in 1865, and the following year 
the larger part of the Diarbekir field, on the 
south; so that now the limits of the Karpoot 
station embrace a district nearly one-third 
as large as New England.

Cable from Minister Terrell. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 16.—Secreta

The interviewer spoke with a well-knowp 
physician in Colorado Springs. 

“Well,” he said, with a peculiar smile and 
quizzical look in his eye, ‘I sent one of my 
patients to Schlatter two or three weeks 
ago and she came back cured.”

The “ Laying-On of Hands.” 

It is really interesting to see Schlatter as 
he indulges in his “laying-on of hands.” 
Here is a long line of people, reaching out 
toward the east till it gets to the corner, 
when it turns, and can be seen straggling 
along on the sidewalk for a block or two 
toward the south—some _ standing, others 
leaning on the fence, still others sitting on 
stools, and not a few supporting themselves 
on crutches, and others again with heads 
tied up and arms in slings. Many have 
been sitting or standing nearly all night, 
becoming chiled, and really thus invoking 
more disease than they expect the “healer” 
to cure. To the west reaches another line 
of people—these to have their handkerchiefs 
*“blessed,”’ as the others came to have their 
hands clasped and be healed. 

The two lines of people meet in front of 
Schlatter, who stands inside the low fence, 
and by his side is a burly man with brick- 
red hair and mustache, who looks as though 
he might be one of the ex-Alderman’s ward- 
heelers—at any rate not the sort of “‘healer”’ 
that Schlatter claims to be. 

While Schlatter greets the first person in 
the line straggling up from the east, as 
represented in the illustration herewith, by 
grasping his or her hand with his right, a 
pleasant expression steals over his face, 
and his lips move as in prayer or supplica- 
tion. The other ‘“‘heeler,”’ the burly man 
aforesaid, turns to the line straggling down 
from the west, gathers into a roll the hand- 
kerchiefs offered, and places them in the left 
hand of the little Alsatian, who thus 
‘‘blesses’”’ or magnetizes them, while he 
‘*heals’’ or hypnotizes the person whose 
right hand he has seized with hisown. That 
is the whole process of the superstitious 
drama or farce which has been enacted day 
after day over in North Denver. It isa sec- 
tion of the middle or earlier ages, illustrated 
and brought under the glare of the light of 
the closing days of the nineteenth century.

INCREASING UNCLE SAM’S ARMY. 
Gen. Mile} Recommends a Small Addi- 
, tion to It. 

Philadelphia Ledger: Gen. Miles in his 
first annual report to the Secretary of War 
recommends an increase of the regular 
army to 35,000. His opinion is, and the 
views of our experienced commanding Gen- 
eral are of great weight, that a system for 
the gradual increase of the army with the 
growth of population should be adopted; 
its minimum strength to be one soldier to 
every 2,000 of population. Last year Gen. 
Schofield declared that 10,000 Federal sol- 
diers are required to guard government 
property, leaving only 15,000 men for im- 
mediate service. The present maximum of 
25,000 was fixed by the acts of 1866, 1869, 
and 1870. Since the last mentioned year the 
population of the United States has in- 
creased about 25,000,000. 

The country has been growing at the rate 
of about 12,000,000 every ten years, and by 
1900 it will probably contain double the pop- 
ulation it had in 1870. If the army is to 
bear a proper relation to this growth some 
such plan as that suggested by Gen. Miles 
should be legalized by Congress. Gen. 
Schofield suggested that authority should 
be given the President to increase the army 
to a maximum of 40,000, 50,000, or 60,000, as 
emergencies may require. 

The effectiveness or the militia in the 
States enters into the consideration of this 
question to some extent. Pennsylvania has 
a well disciplined military organization, but 
even in this State occasions have arisen 
when it was necessary to call upon the Fed- 
eral troops to quell disturbances. In cer- 
tain States there és no effective body of 
State troops, but the military arm of the 
Federal Government has been a sure resori 
in times of disorder. The jurisdiction of the 
Federal Courts has been increased by the 
inter-State commerce law, and where the 
orders of these tribunals are disregarded by 
those who are obstructing commerce, or are 
stopping or delaying the transit of the mails 
the Federal troops may be ordered to the 
scene to aid the marshals in the execution of 
process. Judge Taft, in his article on ‘“‘Re- 
cent Criticism of the Federal Judiciary,” in 
referring to the suppression of the American 
Railway Union strike, says that the conservy- 
ative course of the President and Attorney-

Creswell, now confined in the Paramatta Lu-- 


patic Asylum, is none other than Sir Roger 
#chborne, over whose mysterious disappear- 
ance two continents for years have mar- 
yelled, is being collected by lawyers in Aus- 
tralia, and an application will soort be made 
in court which will bring the whole question 
of his identity into prominence. 

A remarkable number of physical resem- 
plances have been discovered between the

Roger Tichborne, every one of whose tiraits

One 
Peterson, now living at Marrickville, Aus- 
tralia, and who was formerly cook on the 
Bella, tells the same story. He, however, 
refused to give the details, while Luie said 
that he was anxious to see justice done be- 
fore he died and that the facts were fresh in 
his mind. 

Hie says the Bella was to leave Rio in 
March, 1854,with a general cargo for New 
York. She was a full-rigged ship, painted 
buff. About two weeks before sailing a plot 
was arranged between the Captain, Mate 
John Birkett, Steward Jean Luie, and one 
or two others, who agreed to steal the ship 
and take her to Australia, where the gold- 
fever was then raging. A motley crew, none 
of whom were in the conspiracy, were en- 
gaged, and they knew nothing of the ves- 
sel’s destination and probably did not care. 

The Bella. was cleared out before noon, 


and arrangements were made to sail early | 


on the following day. Tichborne, ashore, 
had been drinking about a week, says Luic 
and he persuaded Capt. Oates to take him 
along. A &ship’s chandler named Brown, 
with Oates, took Tichborne on board in the 
afternoon, and he was stowed away as the 
vessel left the harbor the day following at 
Sunrise. 

After standing out about 100 miles and 
then running south, the original intention 
of going around the Horn was abandoned, 
and the Bella was steered through southerly 
latitudes for Tasmania. Luie says that 
when Tichborne learned of his destination 
he was delighted, and said nothing would 
please him better than to roam about Aus- 
tralia. 

When the vessel was about 300 miles off 
the American coast the long boat was cut 
adrift as part of the program of piracy. It 
was decided to paint the ship black, and 
when in calm water stagings were slung 
over the side and a coat of black paint was 
put over the buff. The yards were taken off 
the mizzenmast, the topmast was cut down, 
a gaff and boom were rigged, and, with 
other necessary alterations to the rig a trim 
bark was made of the ship, and none but a 
practiced nautical eye to which the Bella 
was familiar would have discovered in the 
black American bark Osprey the full-rigged 
ship Bella. 


Fate of the Bella. 


The Osprey, as she now was called, upon 
arriving anchored in a bight just outside 
Auckland harbor and staid there two days. 
Some of the cargo was taken off and sold, 
and a few finishing touches were given to 
the painting by Monkhouse, who still resides 
at Auckland and will swear that he did this 
work on the bark. 

The Osprey then bore away to Melbourne, 
where she arrived about three months after, 
having set sail as the Bella from Rio. The 
Osprey was anchored in Hobson's Bay and 
Tichborne went ashore with the Captain. 
Within twenty-four hours after her arrival 
at Melbourne most of the crew were at- 
tacked with the gold fever and cleared out 
for the diggings. Tichborne was not seen 
again on the vessel, and soon afterwards all 
but Luie and the Captain and one other 
followed the men to the diggings. 

The Osprey, it appears, was sold and then 
she was put into the intercolonial trade for 
a time,’after which she was psed as a hulk 
around Sandridge, Australia. With three 
other vessels she was ultimately ballasted 
and sunk to make foundations for the Sand- 
ridge pier. . 

The bark had been sold to a Melbourne 
merchant and the cargo was likewise dis- 
posed of, the profits being divided among 
a small number of the conspirators. When 
the men left the bark in Victoria they all 
changed their names and this, together with 
fear of discovery of the crime, effectually 
prevented any of the true facts of the case 
from becoming known. 

This in brief is the story of the Bella as 
told by the surviving members of the crew, 
and if truthful, as people in Australia be- 
lieve, it is one of.the most audacious and 
successful instances of piracy on record. 
Jean Luie, as has been said, is only one of 
numerous witnesses who can testify to these 


facts.

JUDGE GIBBONS ON THE BARBERS’ LAW. 
Yesterday Judge Gibbons declared it to 
be his opinion that the law forbidding the 
opening of barber shops on Sunday is un- 
constitutional, and therefore void. The 
ground taken by him is that no Sunday law 
is legal which singles out one class of labor- 
ers and says they must not work on the first 
dayiof the week. The law, to be worth any- 
thing, must, according to the Judge, be 
general in its scope. Thus, if the Legisla- 
ture were to deem it best that no work 
whatever should be done on Sunday and 
should enact a measure applying to all 
classes of men and to all businesses and vo- 
cations, he would uphold it. But he denies 
that the General Assembly can single out 
any one calling, not hdrmful to others, and 
make it the subject of special legislation. 
Very many will agree with him, probably 
a large majority. But.his opinion does not 
settle the matter nor upset the law. It is 
not customary for Judges of trial coufts to 
declare statutes unconstitutional. It is in- 
expedient to do so in those of a criminal 
nature, because the State cannot take an 
apyieal, and the question w hether the law is 
wotth anything remains undetermined. . 
So while Judge Gibbons expressed his 
“views with great clearness and force, he 
fined. the defendant $10. From that fine 
he willtake an appeal to the Supreme Court, 
and it will decide whether Judge Gibbons’ 
view of the law is sound or unsound. It 
dods not follow by any means that the court 
sustain Judge Gibbons. The Supreme 
ies is not always as advanced as the Cir- 
cuit Court. But it is not likely that the law 
l be observed strictly in Chicago from 
new on up to the day when the case is final- 
ly disposed of. 


PHIVATE DETECTIVES AS MURDERERS. 

lt is fhtolerable that a citizen should be 
shot down in the streets by any private per- 
son on any pretext whatever. It does not 
matter whether that citizen is known to be 
of ievil life and is suspected of a crime. 
It does not matter whether the murderer 
is jan employé of a “detective agency” 
whiose services are sometimes useful. When 
that employé shoots and kills a citizen he 
is a common murderer, who must be put 
upon trial for his life. 

That is the only conclusion that can be 
reached upon consideration in the most fa- 
yorable light possible of the shooting of 
Frank White by the man Dix. | When the 
Inajtter is considered in what seems to be 
‘the only true light the conclusion is the 
same, but the shooting appears greatly 
more atrocious. All the evidence goes to 
show that fhe man for whom White was 
mistaken and murdered was unarmed, and 
did not, though he had every right to, re- 
sist the unlawfully attempted arrest. He 
was shot down in cold blood from ambush 
by/ men who had long plotted murder. His 
brother, whom it was intended to kill, was 
a menace to the murderers, all of whom 
hajve bad records, and most of whom are 
‘convicted criminals; and they took the 


shortest and surest way of securing them- 


selves against him. 

The pplice authorities have been properly 
severe in their treatment of the men 
who are implicated in the _ business. 
This so-called detective agency, like 
most of the numerous others that flourish 
in| Chicago, not only serves no useful 
purpose, but the quasi-authority it has 
ta¢itly been permitted to assume is a seri- 
ous danger to the community.

THE KENTUCKY LEGISLATURE. 

The Kentucky election is hot over yet. 
There is to be a special election in one of the 
Louisville districts to fill the vacancy caused 
by the resignation of the Democrat chosen 
a week ago Tuesday. The Republican can- 
didate, whom his party had been sure of 
electing, treacherously and secretly with- 
drew on the eve of the election. Hedid not 
notify his party, nor did the Democratic 
officers whose duty it was to prepare the 
ballots inform the Republican leaders. So

Acting under the advice of his friends he 
has resigned and will make the race over 
again. That is an unusual and a very 
creditable act, though Senator Blackburn 
may not think so. 

At present the Legislattre stands thus on 
joint ballot: Republicans, sixty-eight; Dem- 
ocrats, sixty-seven; Populists, two—one of 
whom will vote for Blackburn (Dem.) for 
Senator, while the other will act with the 
Republicans—and one vacancy. If the Re- 
publicans can fill it, as they hope. to, they 
will have no trouble about choosing a Sen- 
ator to succeed Blackburn, 16 to 1 silverite. 
So much importance attaches to this by- 
election that it will be hotly contested. 

Even if it goes against the Republicans 
they have another string to their bow. It 
appears that a Democrat who holds a cer- 
tificate in one of the interior counties is 
ineligible because he was an Alderman at 
the time of election, and therefore was dis- 
qualified under the laws of Kentucky for 
a legislative position. He certainly can- 
not take his seat, and if itis given to his Re- 
publican competitor that party: will have 
sixty-nine men. 


AMERICAN RESPONSIBILITY IN TURKEY. 

It was in 1876 that Mr. Gladstone, speak- 
ing of the Bulgarian horrors, committed 
under orders from the same Sultan whom 
he has recently characterized as “that Sul- 
ian whom God has given as a ctirse to man- 
kind,” declared: “That such things should 
be done once is a damning disgrace to the 
portion of our race which did them; nota 
door should be left open, for their ever-so- 
barely possible repetition would spread that 
disgrace over the whole.”

some of the more rabid among them are will- 
ing to murder the present possessors of prop- 
erty if that should be necessary to the pro- 
posed confiscation of ownership. Yet they 
must know that such a change could not be 
brought about except byta bloody revolu- 
tion, in which tens of thousands of their 
own number would be killed; that the strug- 
gle would involve a civil war of the most 
frightful character known to history, re- 
sulting in the destruction of more property 
than they could hope to gain, to say nothing 
of the awful loss of human life it would en- 
tail. 

The real reason for the Sotialist and 
Anarchist attitude probably is to be found in 
the fact, which is well known among them- 
selves, that hardly one in a hundred of the 
codperative industrial schemes that have 
been tried in this country has been other 
than a bad failure. And it is easy to under- 
stand why. It is found that men trying to 
codperate on a theory which allows each of 
them the liberty to do as he pleases will not 
work with equal fidelity and honesty. The 
codperators fail to agree as to the best way 
of performing things which it is desired to 
have done. Hence they quarrel and split 
up, and the scheme goes to pieces. They 
commit the fundamental error of not select- 
ing the most capable men to carry out the 
enterprise and reward them according to 
their merit. Every fellow wants to give 
orders and have the rest obey him, or he 
refuses to obey orders of the boss. Hence 
they are unable to carry on the business in 
the best way, which means they cannot 
compete with the hated capitalists, who 
hire workmen for wages and whose profits 
and success depend on the very conditions 
they ignore. 

The Socialist and Anarchist agitators 
shut their eyes to the all-important fact that 
only the most capable are fit to manage in- 
dustri@? enterprises, and that the capable 
men never would undertake the direction 
and responsibility of business without a 
higher motive than the promise of a mere 
ration doled out to them on a plan of poor- 
house-pauper equality with all the rest. If 
they would study the subject a little they 
would see that their schemes are foolishly 
impracticable, and always must bea failure 
unless human nature is reconstructed in’ 
such an angelic way that every member of 
the community will be equally philan- 
thropie, equally industrious, and equally 
unselfish. Mankind must be born again 
before that state of things exists. Hence 
State socialism is a delusive dream. 

The codperative store society has been a 
success in England, but it is found that 
the advantage is gained in the store plan 
of buying at wholesale and selling cheaply 
at retail to members. The attempt to co- 
operate in production has failed 99 times 
there where it has succeeded once, though 
the English are a far more homogeneous 
and patient, methodical people than are to 
be found in American cities. In every coun- 
try experience shows that the best plan is 
for the workingman to have a speeific com- 
pensation for a day’s labor—being allowed 
to sell his services to the highest purchaser 
he can find, and for the purchaser of that 
labor to devote his best energies to the 
making of the labor profitable to himself. 
The Socialist is not qualified to preach a 
radical departure from this method, and 
Oscar Neebe ought to have been in better 
business than presiding over a meeting at 
which the nonsense uttered by Jesse Cox 
was applauded. The theory of a socialistic 
commonwealth is but a phantasm of weak, 
unrefiecting minds, and Neebe came near 
losing his life in an effort to realize it by 
anarchistic methods a few years ago. It 
would seem he has not yet learned wisdom 
from experience. 


THE CITY’S FINANCES. 

The Chronicle says that— 

The statement has been made so often that the 
city taxes of Chicago do not produce sufficient 
revenue to pay the expenses of the municipal 
government that it is believed by a great many of 
intelligent people, perhaps by a large majority. 
The fact is that Chicago is a highly taxed city. 
Its revenues are abundant for all necessities of 
the city government, honestly, vigorously, and 
economically administered.

When all these charges have been met, if 
met even with the most economic manage- 
ment, what remains to pay off back debts? 
It is certain that if Hopkins were Mayor he 
would find nothing and his organs would 
say that it was impossible for any one to do 
it, and carry on the city government, unless 
the pay of every man on the rolls was cut 
down quite seriously. 


THE FAKE IN THEOSOPHY. 

Instead of having existed in India for 
many centuries, stretching away back into 
the misty past, the theosophic organization 
turns out to have originated in New York a 
few yearsago. The first agreement to found 
a theosophical society bears date Oct. 30, 
1875. The names of H. P. Blavatsky and 
H. 8. Olcott stand first and second on the 
list of signers, and the third name is that of 
Henry J. Newton, now of New York City, 
who has the document in his possession and 
now comes forward to expose the gigantic 
fraud which was sought to be perpetrated 
upon humanity for all coming time by the 
female adventuress who was widely be- 
lieved to be a spy in the employ of the Rus- 
sian Government, a belief which is con- 
firmed by the statement of Mr. Newton. 

According to this authority, the whole 
thing was based upon a remark made by a 
lecturer, who stated that the “wise men” of 
Egypt and India produce the phenomena of 
so-called materialization by a combustion 
of aromatic gums and herbs, instead of a 
séance of persons to draw the necessary 
power ffom; and that he had produced these 
phenomena, and could do it again. After 
abgut two months of discussion of the sub- 
ject the theosophical society was formed in 
New York, without any reference to its be- 
ing an American branch of any Oriental so- 
ciety, or to any matter, mission, or propa- 
ganda behind it. “All the India business 
“was an after-thought. It came about 
“after the society was virtually dead in New 
“York. It is a fiction anda humbug. Col. 
“Olcott took it there,” says Mr. Newton, 
one of the thrée originators of the delusion, 

Mr. Newton also states that William Q. 
Judge, President of the American society, 
is aware of the fact that he possesses this 
document, and had tried hard to get hold of 
it by coaxing, offers to purchase, and by 
threats. 

So it would appear that the -present 
“ high priest ” of the organization is know- 
ingly a party to the shameful fraud, a cir- 
cumstance which hardly will surprise those 
who remember the recent exposure of his 
attempts to retain control by means of so- 
called ““ Mahatmic ” indorsement. It is an 
open question how many of the other per- 
sons now posing as leaders in the theosophic 
movement are aware of the hoax that has 
been played upon many thousands of well- 
meaning persons in this and some other 
countries, one that has no modern parallel 
except that perpetrated by Joe Smith,.the 
founder of the sect of Mormons, 

It was reported some months ago that a 
well-known European had returned from a 
journey through India, Thibet, thé Pamir 
Mountains, and that his best endeavors to 
find a Mahatma resulted in the discovery 
that not only were no such beings supposed 
to exist now but that there were no tra- 
ditions of the existence of any such in 
former ages. Possibly that statement pre- 
pared the way for the revelation now made 
by the gentleman in whose house the theo- 
sophical movement was born. It necessar- 
ily follows from both that each and all of 
the persons, from “ H. P. B.” downwards, 
who have claimed to be the possessors of 
Mahatmic power or the recipients of Ma- 
hatmic letters were at the time conscious of 
attempting a mental and moral fraud, and 
thus constituted themselves unworthy of 
credit for arny other statements they might 
make on their own unsupported testimony: 
So all the books and other writings of the 
Madame must be relegated to the domain 
of fiction, as products of her “ prodigious 
fancy” but not innocent of intent to deceive. 
Of course this view of the case does not 
necessarily involve utter disbelief of all and 
several of the peculiar ideas entertained by 
the theosophists, but it does deprive them 
of all weight of respectable authority; and 
the great number of persons who have 
been led to join the society under false pre- 
tenses owe it to themselves to sedulously 
expurgate the Blavatsky nonsense from 
their tenets if they do not abandon “ theoso- 
phy ’ ' altogether. 


A DISGRACEFUL VERDICT. 

The other day a man was tried in the 
Criminal Court for robbery. The prose- 
cuting witness positively identified the de- 
fendant as the man who had assaulted him 
one night in a remote part of the city, and 
had taken from him a watch and some 
money. No evidence was offered to weaken 
the force of this identification, and yet the 
jury, to the astonishment of Judge Dunne, 
who was satisfied of the gyilt of the ac- 
cused, brought in a verdict acquitting him. 

Then the Judge felt it his duty to say 
something to jurors who had violated their 
oaths and thereby had brought about such 
a miscarriage of justice. Said he: 

Such verdicts as this invite crime. You are not 
performing the duty you were selected to per- 


form when you let guilty men go unpunished, as 
you have this man. Such verdicts are a mockery, 


-and it is useless to put the people to the expense 


of maintaining courts if we are to experience such 
travesties upon justice. 
The rebuhe was merited, but it should 


have been severer. The Judge should have 
sent their names to the jury clerk with di- 
rections that they be not put on any jury 
list in the future. 

_ For such men are dangerous, They 
breed crime. They encourage criminals by 
giving them an assurance of impunity. And 
ihen ultimately verdicts like that of this 
Cook County jury lead to lynch law. - For 
when citizens see that juries will not con- 
vict, no matter how manifest the evidence 
of guilt may be, they lose faith in public 
justice and take the law into their own 
hands. 

The State is handicapped seriously in at- 
tempting to administer criminal justice by 
laws made for the protection of criminals 
rather than of the people, and by a choice 
array of technicalities in which Supreme 
Court Judges take special delight because 
by means of them almost any criminal, if 
he has plenty of money, can be enabled to 
escape. But if juries to acquit when 
the proof of guilt is ample, then the criminal 
courts might as well be closed. |

WHY THE ‘RECORD I8 SCARED. 

Chicago newspaper readers have not 
failed to notice the sudden and hysterical 
behavior of the Morning Record towards 
Tur Trisune’ during the present week. 
Each day’s issue of it exhibited a degree of 
sefish fear of Tue Trrpune that was laugh- 

able to say the least. But the public well 
understands the cause of its fright and fuss. 
They all know it was scared almost out of 
its senses at the change of price of THE 
Daly Trrsune from two to one cent per 
copy, as announced to the public a week 
ago. Yet it claims so large a circulation as 
to put it beyond the reach of competition by 
any Chicago morning paper. Still it is 
fearfully scared at Tue Trisune. Its ac- 
tions indicate that its alarm is largely on ac- 
count of its advertisements, fearing that 
Tue TRIBUNE may encroach on them. THE 
TripuNe has made no threats of the sort, 
nor of any other kind, and has simply mind- 
ed its own business. But so doing does not 
quiet the perturbed condition of our B. C., 
as it shivers and shudders all over, and has 
thrown itself into a cold perspiration. 

The publisher of the” Record in six or 
seven “solemn oaths” beginning in April 
last and ending Nov. 1, has sworn before 
a notary public that the circulation of the 


' Record has been steadily running down 


and has lost between 25,000 and 26,000 
subscribers, or at the general average of 

about 4,000 a month, up to the first of this 
month, and with no appearance of any 
cessation of the fall off to the present time. 
The Record does not charge that THE 
Tripune has caused any of this heavy 
and pérsistent loss, and consequently it 
cannot be to blame for it. The reason 
probably is that the readers of the Record 
were becoming tired of it, and preferred 
the Democratic Chronicle, sold at the same 
price. -It is possible also that the Record’s 
downward boom since last Sunday has 
peen accelevated by the one cent a copy 
rate charged by Tue Trisune, Inter- 
Ocean, and Times-Herald; but the first- 
named is made the target of the Record’s 
frantic objurgations. 

When a newspaper’s circulation is stead- 
ily increasing its general advertising pat- 
ronage is pretty certain to increase in like 
proportion. If the reverse of this rule is 
also true that the fright and anger which 
are exhibited by the Record are not difficult 
to divine. But abusing its neighbor will 
not avert the decay, actual or apprehended. 
It must resort to less passionate and un- 
gentlemanly methods of stopping its slump. 


SALE OF THE EVENING JOURNAL. 

By a compact of consolidation with the 
Evening Press, the terms of which are to be 
carried out at an early day, the Evening 
Journal will lose its identity as the oldest 
daily newspaper in Chicago. The Journal 
was not the first newspaper started in this 
city, but it is the oldest daily paper now 
surviving. The first copy of the Journal 
was published April 22, 1844, and there 
has been no interruption in its issue since 
that date. So far back as 1833 John Cal- 
houn blazed the path, as it were, for pioneer 
journalism in this part of the West by pub- 
iishing the Chicago Democrat, but of the 
pioneer day newepapers none has sur- 
vived but the Journal. It has had a con- 
stituency particularly its own, and there 
will be genuine surprise and regret, espe- 
cially among the old settlers of the city, 
at the news that so venerable and respected 
a publication is to be consolidated and 
merged with a newSpaper of so radically 
different a type and started so recently. 


It was stated in one of the papers the other 
day that a talk would be given in a Chicago 
church Saturday evening describing the very 
ancient “Issa” manuscript alleged to have 
been found in a convent at Thibet by a Rus- 
sian named Notovitch. The ordinarily well 
informed citizen knows that the story was 
exploded several months since by a consular 
statement te the effect that there had been 
no such manuscript at the place named, 
none taken from there, and that the story of 
the visit was an entiré fiction. Inasmuch 
as the person, Notovitch, was alleged to have 
been laid up there sevtral weeks with a 
broken leg there would be no difficulty in re- 
membering his visit, if such a thing actually 
occurred. The* story must be regarded as 
an actual “fake,” and as such unworthy of 
serious discussion in a house of worship in 
this city.

NO BOOM IN REALESTATE. 


SALES ARE, HOWEVER, SATISFAC- 
TORY AND AT GOOD PRICES. 


During the Year There Have Been 
Sales of Twenty-three Pieces of 
Property for Aggregate Considera- 
tion of $7,308,000—Preparations for 
Adopting the Torrens System—More 
About the Laws Regulating the 

* Holding of Titles by Aliens. 

During the week ending yesterday there 
was one sale made the consideration of which 
was. $525,000. There were some other sales 
made of less importance, and the total trans- 
fers of the week aggregated $2,539,388. This, 
while large, was less than the total for the 
preceding week and for the corresponding 
week of 1894. 

The real estate market in Chicago cannot 
be called good. There is no boom in real 
estate, and there is none in imme- 
diate prospect. There are, however, 
sales from time to time which are 
of importance and which serve to bring 
the aggregate up to a point that may be 
deemed -reasonably satisfactory. All the 
purchases of real estate that are being made 
now are for investment purposes. There 
are no spéculative sales and the demand for 
real estate is of a character which argues 
well for the future of the city. 

There is one peculiarity about the real es- 
tate market of Chicago. While sales have 
not been numerous during the last two years, 
there have still been enough to prevent stag- 
nation in the business. One particularly 
gratifying feature of the situation lies in 
the fact that wherever sales are made they 
are made at good figures. The capitalist 
who is looking fer an investment for his 
money must go to some other market than

a real estate market if he expects to find 
bargains. Holders of real estate seem unan- 
imously of the opinion that the future of 
Chicago is assured, and that there is no pos- 
sibility of a serious decline in values. This 
fact is better shown in the money loaning 
market. On choice down-town real estate, 
where there is an ample margin of security, 
money may be had on time loans at a 4 per 
cent rate. 
Twenty-three Sales of Note. 

No one week in the year 1895 has shown 
sales the aggregate of which was worthy df 
special mention. There has been, however, 
a steady market and enough demand for 
real estate to bring the totals well up to the 
record of previous yeafs. During the pres- 
ent year there have Ween sales and long- 
term leases of twenty-three pieces of prop- 
erty for an aggregate of $7,308,000. Nearly 
all of these have been sales and with one or 
two exceptions they have been in the heart 
of the down-town district. These figures 
are somewhat surprising in view of the fact 
that the impression prevails that the real 
estate market in Chicago is entirely dead.

Altgweld’s Latest Exhibition of Spite. 

Princeton, Ill., Nov. 14.—[Editor of The

It is a matter of regret that the State of 
Illinois did not have a State election on the 
5th of November, so that this blot on the fair 
escutcheon of that State could have been 
thoroughly erased. But it is somewhat con- 
soling to know that the future offers but few 
opportunities for this man to vent his spite 
by denouncing -Cleveland and the military. 
He seems to be the only official who publicly 
exhibits fear in the presence of soldiers, 
and that fear seems to be akin to the fear 
of the subject of delirium tremens when.

Tax Lists Should Be Published. 

Chicago, Noy. 9.—[Editor of The Tribune.] 
Your recent editorial suggestion that the as- 
sessed values of real estate should be made 
public seems to mea most excellent one. It 
is quite right that property-owners should 
know at what rates their neighbors are 
taxed; and if this information should be 
made public and published in such a way as 
to be easily gotten at it would serve as a 
foil against most of the frauds which are to- 
day perpetrated and most of the inequali- 
ties in taxation which now exist. 

There is no question but that the average 
man is willing to pay what his neighbor doés 
in the way of taxes, providing it is in nearly 
exact proportion with respective values; but 


the feeling, and I may say the fact, that he 4 


is so often paying disproportionately more, 

is irritating in the extreme and demands a 

reform to which nothing I can think of would 

= so much as a publication of tax 
sts. 

It would perhaps even in this event be 
difficult to please every one, but it would 
certainly be better than the present close 
and star chamber method of transacting 
this business, and would no doubt lead to 
moré equitable results. Without iring 
to enter too elaborately into the discussion 
of real estate tax reforms, I would venture 
the suggestion that the method of arriving 
at building valuations, as a part of the 
scheme to whatever commission may be 
formed to reorganize the present system, be 
a little more scientific than the pure guess- 
work which is now indulged in. I am of 
the opinion that a similar system to that 
used by architects of measuring the cubical 
contents and multiplying by a factor of 
from 5 cents to 35 cents per cubic foot, ac- 
cording to the character of the structure, 
would result in reasonable accuracy in de- 
termining the valve of buildings. It would 
not be an expensive operation and might, if 
necessary, be extended over a series of 
years, taking the important down-town dis- 
trict first and extending gradually to the 
outskirts. 

Again, the practice of valuing-land at a 
less proportionate rate than a building is 
another pernicious circumstance in connec- 
tion with the present system which should 
be speedily done away with. At present the 
land value is separated from the building 
value and divided by a much larger factor 
to arrive at the taxable basis; so that the 
man who has conferred a public benefit by 
erecting a building is taxed proportionately 
more upon the value of his building and 
land together than the man who merely 
allows his land to He dormant, usually for 
‘speculative purposes only. 

It may be going too deeply into a discus- 
sion of Georgian principles and single-tax 
theories to show why the shoe might far 
better be put = the other foot, but it 
does not seem discussable that the public 
should demand equal taxation, in proportion 
to the total value, for both improved and un- 
improved property. 

All of these things are food for reflection 
and subjects for general discussion in the 
consideration of this matter which seems at

Lasier & Hooper Get in Line with the 
Majority of Grain Buyers—Grain 
Markets Are All Dull and Feature-

Promoters of reform in the system of 
weighing grain at Chicago appear well 
pleased with the progress they are making 
in having all weighing of grain placed in 
charge of the Board of Trade weigh master. 
One of the few proprietors of private ele- 
vators who have stood out against the new 
order of things swung into line yesterday. 
Lasier & Hooper, who operate the Atlantic 
elevator, have been classed with the people 
who oppose Board of Trade weights. Their 
only objection to the change has been the 
fees exacted: by John Walker, the Board of 
Trade weigh master. They considered a 
fee of 50 cents a car on business of the vol- 
ume carried on by them exorbitant, and were 
unableat the outset to make any satisfactory 
arrangement with Mr. Walker. There has 
been so much criticism of Mr. Walker’s re- 
cent attitude regarding fees that he has 
been stirred up to make concessions. His 
concession as to reduction of charges on 
transfer weights has gone into effect, and his 
offer to Harper and Seaverns to weigh at 
15 cents a car will probably be accepted. 
Lasier & Hooper and Mr. Walker have evi- 
dently come to terms, as the firm bought on 
his weights yesterday. This leaves only two 
large concerns which do not give board 
weights. Frank Marshall, the manager of 
one of these concerns, has weakened to the 
extent of offering to give Board of Trade 
weight if the seller will pay the fees. 

Grain Markets Dull and Narrow. 

The range of the wheat market was cir- 
cumscribed by the privileges sold on Friday 
night. It was only \%c and the close was a 
fraction better than that of Friday. Trade 
in wheat, as in all speculative markets, was 
dull in the extreme and there was no news 
to influence business in either direction. Ex- 
ports from both coasts for the week were 
larger than for any week since the middle 
of January. They represented, however, a 
large quantity of wheat shipped from Cali- 
fornia. The Modern Miller was bearish. Ca- 
bles were indifferent to easy, and no fresh 
export business was reported. The interior 
milling demand which is in evidence ahead of 
time is good, and further cash sales were re- 
ported yesterday. There was an inclination 
on Friday to magnify the cash sales, but the 
inclination yesterday was to suppress in- 
formation regarding them. Counselman and 
Seaverns were credited with doing the great- 
er part of the business yesterday. The wheat 
sold by Counselman went to Toledo. Nortfh- 
western receipts were 1,079 cars, against 914 
last year. Local receipts were 399 cars, in- 
cluding elevator transfers and 10,000 bu by 
canal, against 70,000 bu inspected out of 
store.e Primary receipts were 955,000 hu. 
Exports of wheat were 105,000 bu and about 
28,000 packages of flour. Farmers’ deliver- 
les of wheat in Great Britain were 36;700 
quarters, against 33,800 quarters the pre- 
oe week, with the average price reduced 
~» 


In corn the feeling was rather heavy. No- 
vember closed &@\c lower and May a shade 
easier than on Friday. Local receipts were 
430 cars, against 305,000 bu withdrawn from 
store. Exports were light ‘at 50,000 bu, 
against primary receipts and shipments of 
361,000 bu and 119,000 bu respectively. By 
sample corn was off fully 4c, with the de- 
cline in store prices greater. 

Records for Duliness Broken in Oats. 

In the speculative oats market all records 
for dullness and inactivity were broken. 
Brokers could not execute orders to sell 
May oats at 20%c or buy at 20}6c. The total 
sales of the session were figured at 30,000 
bu. Samples were off %4c, with the supply 
good and demand indifferent. Local re- 
ceipts were 200 cars. 

Provisions have been at one price for two 
days. There is no business on which to 
establish quotations. Receipts of hogs for 
the day were 24,000. For the week they were 
232,479, as against 270,591 the same week 
last year. For this week 235,000 are expect- 
ed. Packing to date is figured at 502,000 
hogs, against 450,000 last year. 

Cash flaxseed was easier and futures 
steady. Receipts were 65 cars; shipments, 
550 bu. No. 1 Northwestern ranged at 914@ 
92c, the outside for choice. December sold 
at 92c and May at 97% @988c, closing at 97%\c. 

Barley was unchanged, with receipts light 
and a good demand for choice.’

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BANK CLEARINGS SHOW BIG GAINS.

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Stockholders Object to Alley Reorgan- 
ization, Which Increases Securities. 
Chicago bank clearings for the week were 

over $102,000,000. This is the best record 
which has been made in a long time and 
without question points to an improvement 
in the general trade. It is of course natural 
for the clearings to increase at this time, 
but the increase is so marked compared 
with recent weeks of this year that a good 
deal of encouragement can be drawn from 
the total. 

Alley Elevated stockholders express sharp 
disapproval of one of the plans which are 
being considered by the Reorganization com- 
mittee, That plan provides for the funding 
into extension bonds of coupons on both 
issues of bonds covering a period of four to 
five years, There are $2,000,000 of the exten- 
sion bonds in the treasury of the company, 
and some of the bondholders would like to 
see the reorganization plan provide for the 
issuing of those bonds in exchange for the 
coupons on all the outstanding bonds. If 
that plan should be carried out, the stock- 
holders be assessed $25 a share, and pre- 
ferred stock issued to them for the assess- 
ment, there would be a reorganization of the 
property along about the same plan thatthe 
Atchison railroad has been reorganized once 
or twice. With the property earning less 
than on-third the interest it would seem to 
be idle to organize it under a plan which 
would greatly increase the ultimate fixed 
charges. 3 

If there was any certainty that the traffic 
of the road is to be greatly increased by the 
building of extensions with the money which 
is to be raised with some of the assessments, 
it might do, perhaps, to reorganize without 
scaling the bonds, but to increase the bond 
issue and to also put out preferred stock 
would certainly be a wide departure from 
the origina] ideas of the committee. 

One great trouble with the position of the 
Alley Elevated road lies in the fact that 
while its management has been sitting down 
bewailing its fate the City railway has been 
building electric lines and the steam rail- 
ways have been improving their facilities. 
There was a time when the building of an 
extension to Englewood would have meant 
a great deal more to the Alley Elevated 
road than it ever will mean now. The elec- 
tric lines of the City railway willnmow draw 
off a great déal of traffic both from the En- 
glewood and Stock-Yards districts, even 
Should the elevated road build branches 
there. With these conditions in mind, it 
would seem to be wise for the Reorganiza- 
tion committee to beware of a too optim- 
istic view concerning the possible improve- 
ment in the traffic of the road, and to 
formulate a reorganization plan which will 
decrease the securities issued by the com- 
pany to a point nearer the actual cost of the 
property rather than capitalize by addition- 
al issues the company’s misfortunes. 


Western Stone Will Pay a Dividend. 
There is high authority for the statement 
that the Western Stone company will pay a 
3 per cent dividend in January. A director 
in the company makes that statement un- 
qualifiedly, and as there is no doubt about 
the company having sufficient funds in hand 
to pay the dividend, and good enough pros- 
pects ahead to warrant the belief that it 
can continue to pay dividends at the rate of 
6 per cent per annum, there would seem to 
be little ground for doubting the statement 
that the stock is to be put among the divi- 
dend-payers at the beginning of the year. 
The stock market yesterday was dull and 
uninteresting. Prices held well, however. 
Western Stone was active in comparison 
with the other stocks. It sold early in the 
day at 79, but lost the advance and closed 
at 784%. There were some further sales of 
City railway, and a round block of Kansas 
City Stock-Yards stock changed hands. 
Yesterday’s New York bank statement 
exhibited the same tendencies which have 
been shown for a number of weeks. The 
contraction in loans which has been going 
on since the middle of September continues.

EFORE this year is passed the ques- 

tion regarding the ownership of 

that quaint island at the entrance 

to the harbor of Milwaukee will 

be settled. The Illinois Steel com- 

pany, which claims thirty acres of 

the ground, is determined its alleged rights 

ghall be recognized, It has millions behind it 

and ‘no one fears it will be unjustly treated. 

’ he other contesting parties are about 250 

families who have made the land in dispute 

their homes for years. When no one paid 

any attention to the sandbar they built 

their homes upon it and settled down toa 

peaceful, active life. As a rule they are 

fishermen of foreign birth and an in- 
dustrious, independent class of citizens. 

It is a serious problem what will be done 
with these people! Will they be forced 
from the land they have made their home 
for years? Many of them are now old and 

‘unfit for hard labor, Their lives and habits 
have been such the routine of the factory 
er workshop work is impossible. The older 
people have worked hard and have made 
money in their day. They were not improv- 
ident. They systematically .anked their 
savings. Unfortunately, all their deposits 
were made in the South Side bank which 
closed its doors in the crisis of '~3. This 
failure left them utterly without means. 
What was laid.up for rainy days went into 
the pockets of a defaulting bank official. 

Passengers on the excursion boats clear- 
ing the harbor of Milwaukee’ all remember 
the island at the entrance and the quaint 
houses and long lines of fishing reels which 
geem so strange to the born inlander. As 
the boat goes farther and farther out into 
the lake and the picturesque fishermen’s 
cottages, with the Muscovite towers of the 
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Polish Church, stand out against the sky, 
it should convince Americans they live in 
a cosmopolitan country. Perhaps the senti- 
mental ones are unconsciously thankful to 
the people of the Old World they have 
brought some of the picturesqueness of 
their country with them to break the mo- 
notony of the newness of this. 


Favorite Spot for Artists. 

This quaint spot is Jones Island, and the 
mame is most inappropriate. . Its quaint 
huts and boat-dotted beach and lines of 
heavy fishing reels have made the island 
the favorite working ground of artists from 
far and near. They go there with their 
cameras and kodaks and sketching-boards 
and stretchers, and they sketch and paint 
‘and photograph the houses and the island- 
ers, who must think them silly people with 
very little to do. Many of these fishermen 
havecome from the Baltic Sea, and they think 
their lives by the lake very tame. More than 
this, they have come of generations of fisher- 
men, and they know of nothing else and can 
do nothing else. They are a thrifty set, 
not one of them adependent. Someare very 
well to do and have become moadernized 
enough to invest their savings in shares in 
steam tugs. But the advent of the steam 
tug has not changed the course of their 
lives. They still live in their small houses 
and wear the same old fashioned clothes. 

Jones Island is, more correctly speaking, 
@ peninsula, separated from the rest of the 
city by the Milwaukee River and the Kin- 
mickinnic River and its lagoons. A narrow 
neck connects it with the mainland. Here 
is the celebrated Wilcox street that is caus- 
Ing much of the discussion, for the Illinois 
Steel company claims the ground on which 
runs the thoroughfare. It wishes to ciose

No 
bridge spans the river at any point connect- 
ing with the island, and all crossing back 
and forth is made by boats.

land is one of the richest corporations in the 
West. This is the Illinois Steel company. 
It claims title to thirty acres of the island, 
and is determined to establish its rights in 
the courts, ‘ It has money and the best legai 

talent behind it, and the case bids fair to be 
one of the most interesting known in years. 

It is going to be jong and tedious for the 
plaintiffs. They are powerful, but they must 
fight long. The contest will resemble a bat 
tle between a giant, who is more provoked 
than alarmed, but with a band of pigmies. 
He must go out and give single battle to 
each one. The legal representatives of the 
company do not seem to have the least 
doubt of their triumph, but they think it 
will be a long and tiring fight. They say 
the company is now determind to establish 
its title to the land, and the longer that the 
fight is put off the harder itistowin. Some 
of the squatters have held residence for twen- 
ty years, and under the statutes of Wiscon- 
sin governing squatters’ rights can obtain 
title under adverse possession. ‘ 

Bone of the Contention. 

This is one of the great questions of the 
issue. The pedple claim they do not own 
the land , but say none but the lawful owners 
have the right to eject them. The Illinois 
Steel company is to prove its legality to the 
claims of ownership, and then to make the 
squatters sign leases. The objection the 
latter have to the leases is the acknowledg- 
ment thereby of the company’s claims and 
the danger of future ejectment when the 
terms or the leases have expired. 

It is thought the company does not care 
for the paltry sums acquired through the 
rents. Its object is but to secure acknowl- 
edgment from the squatters “f the com- 
pany’s claims to ownership. The land is 
estimated from $200,000 to $300,000 in value. 
It adjoins the steel company’s land and 
would be an ideal place for the blast fur- 
naces it proposes erecting in the future. 
The intention of the company to take the 
land seems to appear in the leases. The 
term runs for but two years. The followng 
two propositions in the instrument have 
aroused the fears of the islanders: 

“Provided, however, that the said Illinois 
Steel company shall have, and hereby ex- 
pressly reserves the right to terminate this 
lease sooner than said period named, should 
said company so desire, on giving six 
months’ notice in writing, to the party of the 
second part of its intention to end or cance!

above provided,” 


Multiplicity of Owners. 


The abstract of title to Jones Island isa 
long one for property in so new a country. 
No old New England nor New York piece of 
lend could boast a longer list of owners. The 
abstract covers over 200 pages of close'y 
type-written sheets. It shows the first 
owner was Daniel Darnell. On -July 30. 
1835, the government gave Darnell a patent, 
signed by President Van Buren, for ‘‘Lots 1 
and 2 of Fractional Section No. 33 in Town- 
ship 7 North, Range 22 East.’’ It was not 
Jones Island in those days, it was called 
“Darnell’s Float,” “Long Point,”” and 
“Fractional Section 33.'’ Darnell did not 
hold possession long after the issue of the 
government's ,atent. During the August 


‘following he soli lot No. 2, and No. 1 soon 


followed. 
Then the land changed hands with a rapid- 
ity that would have done credit to a Far 


West booming concern. There is hardly an 


settier in Milwaukee who did not at one 
time own part of the fractional section. 
The abstract shows 611 transfers of title. In 
the November term of the Milwaukee Dis- 
trict Court of 1845 the owners of the land 
met in a friendly suit. There were seventeen 
plaintiffs and eleven defendants. Each 
knew how much of the island he owned, 
but where it was located he could not tell 
and, one and all, they wanted to have the 
court settle it for them. July 9, 1846, the 
court gave judgment and certain lots and 
blocks were set off to the owners. 

The question of ownership rested for over 
forty years, and no one seemed to trouble 
over the island. The original property- 
owners had almost forgotten this posses- 
sion; and, where their agents were neglect- 
ful, the property went for taxes. Some of 
the owners died and their heirs, if they had 
any, knew nothing of the sandbar at Mil- 
waukee Harbor. When the civil war came 
on the rights of the owners were more neg- 
lected than ever; many went to the strife 
and never returned, and the City of Milwau- 
kee was fast selling property for taxes. 


Early Parchasers. 


On the neck of Jones Island the Swedes 
Tron company had its docks. The managers 


saw the value of the sandbar and thoughtto | 


acquire it for the least expenditure. This 
company owned iron ore beds and had a 
smelting plant at Iron Ridge. The old Mil- 
waukee Iron company worked in conjunc- 
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tion with the Swedes company. During the 
years from ‘61 to ’65 the Swedes Iron com- 
pany kept close watch on the tax sales and 
bought in all of Jones Island the City of 
Milwaukee had for sale.

pany in this way and for sums equally 
trivial. Block No. 198 was purchased on 
foreclosure of mortage. The Swedes Iron 
company, it is said, worked with the old 
Milwaukee Iron company. Eber B. Ward 
was the moneyed man and the ruling spirit 
ot the last mentioned concern. On July 27, 
1869, the Swedes Iron company, for the 
consideration of $1,500, gave Mr. Ward a 
quit-claim deed to Block No. 193. Later, 
upon his death, ‘Orrin Potter, as executor, 
transferred this property to the North Chi- 
cago Rolling Mill company.

waukee Iron company went down. and 
rassed undcr the auctioneer’s hammer and 
its property, which was once deemed worthy 
a million-dollar mortgage, passed into the 
hands of the North Chicago Rolling-Mill 
company for $180,000. In '89-’90 the consoli- 
dation was effected between the North Chi- 
cago Rolling-Mill company and the Union 
Steel works, and the Illinois Steel company 
was the result. This is the history of how 
Jones Island came into the hands of its pres- 
ent alleged owners. 


Looking Toward Evictions. 
The Illinois Steel company was not ig- 


‘norant of the danger surrounding its title 


to the land upon the island and took steps 
to show ownership soon after the recon- 
struction. Agents were sent among the 
squatters to secure their signatures to 
leases. Some worked in the company’s 
mills and they readily complied with the 
agent’s wishes. A few others signed, but 
they were, on the whole, a very small minor- 
ity. The rental was small, only $3 yearly, 
and this was not even collected, for the 
signed papers was what the mill men want- 
ed, something to show the one holding pos- 
session recognized the rights of the steel 
company. 

The majority of the squatters looked with 
great suspicion on this act of the company, 
and a hostile spirit was thoroughly aroused, 
not so much that they felt themselves the 
owners, but that the company was not, and 
had no authority to reserve the right to 
eject them from théir homes should it so 
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wish. The people thought the real owners 
had neglected their interests so long they 
were forgotten, and, were they to yield to 
any one, it must be the one who had right 
there before they came. The tax certificates 
were some things they could not and would 
not understand.’ The agent was generally 
met at the door by the head of the house, a 
tanned cheeked fisherman from the Baltic, 
or a thick necked Polish laborer or mechanic. 
when some one comes,” they said, “‘who 
will show us ke owned this land and bought 
itfrom some other man who owned it we will 
go away for him. But who did you buy it 
from? What man who owned here did you 
say to, ‘I buy this Inn, I give you this 
money?’ You never did that, and I have as 
much right here as you or your company.” 
Filling In the Slip. 

In days farther back. there was a slip for 
vessels to unload cargoes. As time went 
on it was abandoned and some of the young- 
er men. with a view to settling down in 
life, thought to make their own land, and 
they set to work to fillin the slip. It wasa 
long and laborious task, and it took many 
years to obtain enough material to fillina 
place upon which to erect a small hut. Some 
loving couples had a long wait and their 
wedding was .delayed until the groom- 
elect had made his land. In many cases 
girls lent a hand to the work and bent their 
backs carrying to the slips great loads of 
ashes and rubbisn the lovers brought by 
boat from the othev side of the river. 

Of all the unjustly treated people these 
landmakers think themselves the worst. 
After they spent years “making their land,”’ 
nearly breaking their backs under the loads 
they carried to fill in the slip, to take it from 


_them and say it is not theirs is a wrong and 


an injustice they think Providence too good 
to allow. To quote statute or to arzue with 
them only serves tO make the transaction 
look the more unjust. For these there is 
no hope, for the laws are very well defined 
regarding land adjoining water. 

The squatters have secured the services 
of Tooker, Gilmore & Donnivan, one of the 
best known law firms in Milwaukee, and 
have allied themselves to defend their 
rights or fancied rights. The plan of the 
defense is somewhat complicated; they will 
force all evidence and proof on the other 
party. They intend to make the case stand 
on the strength of the steel company’s 
claims and not on the weakness of those of 
the squatters. One of the main features 
will be to make the company prove title to 
the land in each case of action of ejectment. 
A point in favor the islanders is the strict 
law in the State of Wisconsin on tax titles. 


Under the statutes of the State one claim-. 


ing under tax title deed, if the owner be in 
possession, must commence action to re- 
cover possession within three years, other- 
wise the deed becomes null and void. 


Question of Corporate Powers. 
Another nice question of law that will be 
brought in is whether the Swedes Iron com- 
pany had any power to purchase tax cer- 
tificates and deal in tax titles, being organ- 
ized for mining, and this business, accord- 


ingly, being outside the scope of their cor- 
porate powers. 

The means used to obtain the leases will 
be another point. Here many stories are 
told and false pretenses and  wuridue 
duress are alleged. At the time . of 
the first lease signing a great ma- 
jority ofthe signers were in the employ 
of the steel company and they cdm- 
plied with the agent’s wishes because they 
knew their positions depended upon this 
compliance. In many of these cases they 
will attempt to prove undue pressure. 
Others allege the agents misrepresented 
the nature of the leases, and they merely 
thought they were paying their taxes and 
coming into full possession of the land. 
They are an un-American, out-of-the-way 
set of people, totally unacquainted with 
written English and the nature of legal 
forms and instruments, and to deceive them 
would not be impossible. 

The lllinois Steeci company is not the only 
owner of Jones Island land. C. G. Cox, a 
real estate dealer, owns three blocks. Got- 
lieb Patek owns one. The City of MilWau- 
kee possesses Block No. 176. Mr. Cox has 
no trouble with the people residing upon his 
land. He charges them a yearly rental of 
$10, which is cheerfully paid. Mr. Patek 
manages his in the same way. The city’s 
block is occupied by the sewerage pumping 
station. 

The number of houses upon the island is

idea of system or attention to geometric 
precision than the squatters. These hoyses 
or” huts-are huddied together in abeut the 
same order in which a flock of sparrows 
would alight. Mail delivery would be utter- 
ly impossible and it has never been at- 
tempted. 
thoroughfare. Why it has been called 
“Grand” cannot be told. Perhaps the name 
was givenin sarcasm. It is a crooked pass- 
age that goes nowhere, and, like eternity, 
has neither beginning nor end. It is very 
narrow—from the high fences which stand 
on either side lovers could kiss. 


Houses and Animals. 


The houses are of different size and make, 
but they are all clean and they are plastered. 
In many of the windows flowers are seen, 
and Nottingham lace, freshly laundered, is 
draped above them. Everything is clean, 
everything but the children’s faces and the 
men’s hands. The soil is barren and noth- 
ing is seen growing in the yards, only here 
and there, where a little patch of loam has 
been carried from the mainland. Nota few 
of the dwellings are well painted and pro- 
vided with shutters and little porches. The 
houses are unnumbered and the streets 
are unnamed. Namelessness is one of the 
characteristic :features of Jones Island. 
Each man finds his own dwelling, or the 
dwelling of his neighbor, seemingly with the 
same instinct which enables the prairie dog 
to go about in his village of burrows. Even 
the name of Grand avenue is almost un- 
known to the islanders. 

Many of the more comfortably situated 
have wells of their own deep enough to reach

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the best water. None of the squatters are 
forced to obtain their water supply from the 
lake. Barren as the soil is, it seems to have 
nourishment for the numerous ducks, geese, 
and hens which run about, cackling and 
rooting with their bélls in the sand. 
There are many cows. They are thin, 
lorn creatures. The horses lodk tired 
and poorly fed. They have not a 
pleasant task pulling their loads through 
the yielding sand. Their only function is to 
draw the “‘democrat” wagons of the fish 


peddlers to and from the city... The journey’ 


is a long one, as they take the circuitous 


route around by Wileox street through the 


rroperty of the steel company. 
Prone to Work at Home. 

The wives and older daughters of the 
poorer squatters find daily work in the city. 
The women cross over the river every morn- 
ing and return in the evening with food and 
money. But the'average fisherman looks 
with disfavor on his wife’s going out into 
the world, and, if she is forced to do so, the 
husband is considered aman who should be 
ashamed of himself. 

A. tribe of Indians could not be more strict 
in their laws governing love and marriage 
among themselves than these island people. 
Whether.through a natural attraction or a 
prejudice they never seek mates outside 
their own small domain. All the marriages 
are made and celebrated there. The wed- 
dings are great affairs and last for seven 
days. All the time the merrimentmever lags 
nor seems to lose interest. 

The wedding party crosses the river ina 
boat and the happy couple are legally joined 
in some of the city churches. They im- 
mediately start for the home of the bride’s 
or groom’s parents, whichever haye the 
larger house doing the honors. For this 
grand occasion the groom never fails to 
provide himself with a new and complete 
suit of clothes purchased at some of the 
large department stores in the up-town 
district. The bride wears a veil of iNusion 
that fallsto her waist. On her head brought 
well over her brow is a wreath of white 
flowers, the one she wore when she was con- 
firmed a few years before. The feast is 
long and lasting. Beer and clams dressed 
in every imaginable way are the standard 
dishes. There are accordeons in plenty, and 
in the hands of their amateur owners and 
performers they make the air hideous with 
their wailing. This is the music for the 
dancers. 

No Childless Homes. 

There are no childless households. upon 
the island, and the women seem very happy 
in their little ones. They are well-behaved 
little folks, and even the way they have of 
watching the stranger is not rude: it is sim- 
ply a showing of a good-natured interest. 
When one of the little people.is addressed 
he shows no embarrassment nor hesitancy, 
but answers in an intelligent way. The 
women may not have hands daintly: kept, 
nor the knowledge of social ceremonial, but

Would Join Sullivan. 

One day she announced to her family that 
she had made up her mind to take up her 
abode with James Sullivan, a man far be- 
neath her socially and intellectually. She 
said she had no intention of becoming Mrs. 
Sullivan. ‘Then she proceeded to pack her 
trunk, at the same time treating her scan- 
dalfzed father and brothers to an impas- 
sioned harangue against marriage. She 
said that she and Sullivan were going to be- 
come living object lessons of the utter lack 
of necessity for any such institution. In 
vain her father pointed out that hundreds 
of such object lessons parade the streets of 
London every night and make a sorry pict- 
ure. She meant to point the way to the 
abolition of what she looked upon as slav- 
ery, she said, and she knew her business 
and wanted no dictation, interference, or 
advice. 

They sent for Dr. Blandford, the grave, 
kindly, white-haired family physician. He 
was greatly shocked at her preparations 
for an ante-matrimonial campaign. In the 
presence of her brother he questioned her, 
and this is his account of what happened: 

“First of all, I had heard there was insan- 
ity in her family, and that she had been ‘pe- 
culiar’ fora longtime. Her chief argument 
was that marriage was immoral. How it 
was so she did not explain. That was the 
most insane thing shé said. She would not 
marry, she declared, because she preferred 
to be independent. 


Declares Her Insane. 


“T asked her what she would think if she 
found herself deserted with seven children 
on her hands. She replied that the man she 
Was engaged to would not desert her. I 
thereupon signed a certificate of insanity on 
the ground that she did not know what she 
was doing. She did not realize that she was 
committing moral suicide by living illegiti- 
mately with Sullivan, and she was unable 
to take care of herself. She was a mono- 
maniac on the subject of marriage. If she 
had said that she contemplated physical 
suicide a certificate might have been signed 
without question. I considered that I was 
equally justified in signing one when she ex- 
pressed her determination to commit this 
social suicide.”’

In the annual report of the school’s finan- 
ces, published in Tur TRIBUNE Sunday, the 
Tompkins bequest is treated briefly and gin- 
gerly. The Finance committee accounts for 
everything but the cash, and Secretary 
Sandes accounts for the cash. That is, Sec- 
retary Sandes tells how much cash she re- 
ceived and disbursed, but does not tell what 
it was disbursed for. In lieu of giving the 
accounts paid out and telling what they 
were paid out for she tells how much of it 
she disbursed each month. The total 
amount of cash which she acknowledges 
having received on account of the Tompkins 
bequest for the year ending Nov. 10, 1895, 
is $15,442, while from the records in the Pro- 
bate Court the amount seems to be $26,222. 


INTO ANOTHER 


Interesting Piece of Engineering 
Work Accomplished in India. 

New York Sun: An interesting engineer- 
ing work just completed in Southern India 
is the turning of the water of a river on the 
western watershed of the Ghat Mountains, 
where there is too much rain, into the-bed 
of another river on the eastern side, where 
there is never rain enough. The west side 
of the mountains is very steep, so that when 
the rains fall they cauge sudden and destruc- 
tive freshets, the water running to waste 
in the sea. The Periyar River has now been 
dammed near its sources, and a 7,000-foot 
tunnel bored through the mountain, carry- 
ing the water into the valley of the Vaigai, 
on the eastern slope, a river that is usually 
dry by the time it reaches Palk’s Straits. 
The works cost about $2,500,000, and will 
irrigate 220 square miles of territory; they 
had to be carried on in the jungle, a hundred 
miles from a railroad, the material being 
dragged across four large rivers without 
bridges, and up mountains several thousand 
feet high with a gradient of 1 in 15. When 
the Governor of Madras went to inaugurate 
the works he had to fight his way through 
the jungle folk, the elephants and tigers 
who had come to the opening refusing to be 
mace yates by bonfires or the shouts of the 
guards.

Chicagoans will take a particular interest 
in a chapter which startles one by the con- 
trast of the two names. which head :t: 

Early Haunts of Robert Collyer: Eugene 
Aram,” The former, who was so long a be- 
loved pastor in Chicago, was born in the 
factory town of Keighley in the moors of 
Western Yorkshire. The son ‘of a black- 
smith, as every one knows, Collyer’s schovl 
education ended in his eighth year and he 


was early apprenticed at Ilkley in the next 


valley, where he grew to physical manhood 
and attained to a measure of that intellect- 
ual stature which has since been recognized. 

At Ilkley may be found some who remember 


when Collyer came first, .a stripling lad, to work - 


in *‘owd Jackie's’’ smithy, and who in the long 
ago worked, played, and’ fought with him in 


,the village or read with him on the moors. 
' One remembers that he was from the 


first an insatiable student. often reading as he 
plied the bellows or switched the flies from a 
customer’s horse. His master, ‘‘Jackie’’ Birch, 
who was a native of Eugene Aram's home, is re- 
called as a selfish and unpopular man, who had 
no sympathy with the lad’s studious habit, but 
tolerated it when it did not interfere with his 
work. Collyer’s love of books was contagious, 
and soon a little circle of lads habitually assem- 
bled, whenever released from toil, to read with 
him the volumes borrowed from friends or pur- 
chased by clubbing their own scant hoards. Coll- 
yer was especially intimate with the Dobsons: 
of these John was the best beloved, because he 
shared most. fully Collyer’s studies and aspira- 
tions; between the two an affectionate friendship 
was formed, which, despite long separation ani 
disparity of position—for John remained a laborer 
—ended only with his life. 

Several of Robert Collyer’s old friends re- 
called the circumstances of his conversion 
under the preaching of a Wesleyan named 
Bland, his own eloquent and touching pray- 
ers, and his first timorous essays to conduct 
the services of the little chapel to which the 


‘villagers were bidden by the bellman, who 


proclaimed through'the streets, ““‘The black- 
smith will preach. t’night.”” When he 
preaches at Ilkley now, the assembly rooms 
are thronged with friends, old and new, 
eager to hear him. ‘“Jackie’’ sleeps with his 
fathers, and the smithy is replaced by a mod- 
ern cottage, into whose masonry many 
blackened stones from the old forge were in- 
corporated. Before the forge was demol- 
ished the large two-horned anvil on which 
Collyer wrought twelve years was bought 
for a price and removed to Chicago, where 
it is still preserved in the study of Unity 
Church, albeit Collyer long ago predicted to 
a friend with a characteristic twinkle, 
“‘they’ll soon sell that for old iron." 
** 

And now for Eugene Aram, who hap- 
pened to live in the same country with Rob- 
ert Collyer. A short excursion from Ilkley 
takes the tourist to Nedderdale, where is 
supposed to stalk the ghost of that gentle 
and intellectual murderer immortalized by

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USE MAILS TO*AID FRAUD. 


EXPERIENCES OF DETECTIVES IN 
CAPTURING OFFENDERS. 


Alarming Increase of Postofiice and 
Mail Car Robberics During the Last 
Year—Novel Scheme by Which the 
Sender of a Vile Letter Was Con- 
fronted with His Guilt—Old-Time 
Counterfeiters Who Are Now Be- 
hind the Bars. 

Washington Correspondence of Boston 
Transcript: The last year has been a great 
year for the detectives of the Postoffice De- 
partment. They have performed a number 
-of exploits extraordinary even in the his- 
tory of their corps, which is the police of the 
mail service. One of them in particular had 
features so remarkable that the story might 
be imagined to be the crisis chapter of a 
romance by ‘‘Old Sleuth” rather than an epi- 
sode in real life. 

A New York attorney sent a scurrilous 
letter through the mail to a young woman. 
She showed it to her husband, hardly un-

derstanding its contents, which were vile 
and disgusting beyond description. The 
motive of the letter seemed inexplicable, but 
of course it is hardly possible to comprehend 
the mental and moral processes of a person 
capable of such a dastardly outrage. Cer- 


the responsibility on the right man. He 
called on the attorney and accused him to his 
face. The interview. took place in the pri- 
vate office of the lawyer. The latter boldly 
admitted he had written the letter, at the 
same time displaying a revolver for the pur- 
pose of intimidating his visitor. He notonly 
acknowledged his guilt but actually taunted 
the enraged husband with his impotence to 
secure redress. His confession, as he well 
knew, could not be used against him with 
any effect, inasmuch as it would be offset 
by his own flat denial in court. 

The husband found himself in a quandary. 
Apparently there was no way to prove the 
case against his cowardly enemy. It oc- 
curred to him at last to refer the matter to 
the postoffice authorities, inasmuch as the 
sending of a scurrilous letter through the 
mails is a criminal offense. A skilled gov- 
ernment detective was put on the case, and 
it was he who suggested an entirely novel 
means by which the requisite evidence might 
be secured. The important feature of his 
plan was a miniature telephone, specially 
constructed for the purpose. The transmit- 
ter of the telephone was hidden in the top of 
a silk hat, which was intended to be worn by 
the husband. It cost a large sum of money 
to produce this original contrivance, but ex- 
pense was not considered an object. 


Was Talking Through His Hat. 

Now, thé theory accepted by students of 
crime today is that the deliberate offender 
against law and social ethics is morally ab- 
normal. Such a person is in a sense as 
much deformed as a humpback. Certainly 
this attorney was an example of moral ab- 
normality; for he evinced a willingness and 
even a desire to be interviewed by the of- 
fended husband on the subject of the out- 
rage which he had committed. All he re- 
quired was that the interviews should be 
conducted in his private office, where there 
could be no witnesses. It was this weak- 
ness of his that destroyed him. 

How could he know that his victim, com- 
ing to see him one fine morning, had the 
transmitter of a miniature telephone con- 
cealed in his high hat and a little battery in 
his waistcoat pocket? Why should he have 
imagined that this apparatus was connected 
with an almost invisible insulated gold 
wire, which had been noiselessly unreeled 
when the injured husband entered the pri- 
vate office? How was it to be conceived 
that a postoffice detective was at the other 
end of the wire in the outer office? The pri» 
vate office was not well lighted, and the silk. 
bound wire was not notited by the fox, who 
for the nonce had become a hare. It did 
not interfere with the shutting and locking 
of’ the door. The detective outside heid at 
his ear the receiver of the telephone, being 
thus enabled to hear the whole conversation. 
lt furnished the evidence desired, which was 
sufficient to obtain the conviction of the 
wicked attorney. When confronted by the 
inspector with a statement of what he had 
overheard and an exhibition of the means 
employed, the lawyer at once made a full 
confession. 

Prosecuting Literary Rot Distributors 

The business of distributing vile literature 
and pictures through the mails has been 
carried on hitherto almost with impunity. 
Such matter is sent out chiefiy from New 
York and Chicago, and it has been scattered 
broadcast among the children and youth of 
the land, 
making every effort to suppress this abom- 
inable industry. During the last year many 
persons engaged in it have been successfully 
prosecuted, and the sentences imposed rang- 
ing from three to eight years. 

In this advanced stage of civilization it 
seems astonishing to learn from the official 
records of the Postoffice Department that 
the practice of robbing mail coaches and 
railway postal cars is steadily increasing. 
Train robbers have grown more bold and, 
whereas, formerly they plied their voca- 
tion in remete and isolated parts of the 
country, they do not now hesitate to oper- 
ate in the oldest States and near the largest 
cities. One of the most daring of last year’s 
train hold-ups was committed within a 
few miles of the Nation’s capiMal. The sum 
of such depredations has been largely aug- 
mented by several organized bands of des- 
perate outlaws. Conspicuous among these 
was the Bill Cook gang, which terrorized 
Oklahoma and the Indian Territory, boldly 
assailing postmasters in the broad light of 
day, and helping themselves from the 
money drawers. So outrageous did some of 
these ruffians become that the Department 
of Justice put special prices on the heads

Robbery Statistics. 
Statistics on this subject, covering the last 
ten years, are more than ordinarily interest- 
ing. In 1885 burglars broke into 459 post-

number of postoffices were robbed—1,561 in 
all. In 1885 eighty-nine postoffice burglars 
were arrested; the number captured in 1895 
was 453. During 1895 fifty-four mail trains 
| and mail coaches have been held up and 
robbed; sixty-nine letter-boxes have been 
illaged, and 776 mail-pouches have been 
t, cut, or stolen. Such depredations are 
steadily increasing. _ 
The fiscal year ended Jyne 30, 1894, chron- 
icled a marked and even alarming increase 
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| in the number of postoffice robberies. On 
this account the Postmaster-General recom- 
mended that the sum.of money appropriated 
for the purpose of paying uewards for the 
capture of robbers of postoffices should be 
increased to $25,000. This suggestion was 
accepted and acted upon favorably by Con- 
gress. The rewards range from $100 to $200, 
according to the amounts stolen and the 
methods employed by the burglars. During 
the last fiscal year $8,950 was paid out in re- 
wards for the taking and conviction of rob- 
ae of mail trains, mail coaches, and post- 
offices. 


’ Green Goods Gangs ia the West. 

The detectives of the Postoffice Depart- 
ment have been doing some great work re- 
cently in the suppression of the green goods 
business. Heretofore the operators of this 
kind of @windle have been located in the 
East, and chiefly in New York City. Find- 
ing the metropolis too hot to hold them re- 
cently, they have established headquarters 
in the West. Three gangs, one located in 
Oakland, Cal.; one at Hillsdale, Mich.; and 
one at Chicago, have been broken up through 
the efforts of the government Hawkshaws. 
One of the most enterprising of the gangs 
had headquarters at Sacramento and Oak- 
land. It added some new features to the old 
fraud. Letters and circulars were sealed,. 
addressed; and stamped; but, instead of 
depositing them in the mails, the swindlers 
themselves canceled the stamps with bogus 
postmarks, after which the envelopes were 
cut-‘or torn open. This gave the letters the 
appearance of having been regularly mailed, 
received, and opened by the addressees. 
The letters were then dropped about in cities 
and small towns where they would be likely 
to be picked up by prospective victims, 

A person finding one of these letters would 
naturally infer that it had been received, 
cpened, and lost by-the addressee. 
intended the finder should then avail himself 
of the opportunity to, obtain for a small 
price counterfeit money printed from stolen 
government plates and - indistinguishable 
from the genuine. One adyantage of this 
dea was that it did not render the operators 
amenable for violation of the postal laws. 
Hiowever, the subsequent correspondence 
with the victims was carried on through the 
mails. 

It was an tngenious schemc¢, and to convict 
the criminals was no easy matter. Post- 
office detectives entered into correspondence 
with the swindlers, and the letters which the 
latter wrote were photographed, to be held 
for evidence in egourt. This was necessary 
in order that the original documents might 
be returned, as requested by the green goods 
men. If they had not been returned sus- 
picion might have been aroused. In this 
raanner a deal was arranged for in Oakland 
on April 27 last, and it resulted in the arrest 
of two of the criminals, who were afterward 
convicted and sentenced.’ 

Treadwell’s Capture. 

While these gentry were under investiga- 
tion in California two other gangs began op- 
érations on the great Western prairies. 
One of the boldest of these comprised sev- 
eral old offenders with records of time 
served in various prisons. They estab- 
lished themselves at Hillsdale, Mich., and at 
once began the distribution of their liter- 
ature throughout that portion of the coun- 
try. The postoffice detectives assigned to 
the duty of bringing them to justice re- 
alized from the outset that they had to 
deal with desperate men. The leader, a 
man named Treadwell, had boasted that 
he never again would be'taken alive. . Nev- 
ertheless, the detectives managed to Corner 
him, and, when he found himself confronted 
with the mruzzles of several revolvers, he 
decided to surrender. Evidence against 
him and his associates was complete, and 
in June last they were convicted and sent 
to jail. 

The capture of the Chicago gang was a 
picturesque episode. One of the postoffice 
detectives personated a farmer from lowa, 
having adopted a suitable disguise. When 
one of the sharpers demanded to know what 
Kind of farming he was engaged in he meek- 
ly replied, ‘““Mostly hogs.’’ This answer al- 


displayed a wallet well filled with $20 bills, 
which he modestly declared were “all gen- 
uine stuff,’’ the swindlers called him 
‘‘Uncle,”’ and consented to humor him in one 
or two matters in which the lowa granger 
with a speculative turn of mind had mani- 
fested some stubbornness. 

As quickly as the samples of the “goods’”’ 
were produced ‘‘Uncle’”’ backed toward the 
door, and, instantly drawing his revolver, 
warned the sharpers not to resist arrest, as 
he was a government officer. Assistance 
was at hand, and, instead of delivering up 
good money for bundles of sawdust, the de- 
tective marched the criminals to prison. 
When they were searched $2,000 in good 
cash was found on them. The money was 
in new, crisp bills, being an important part 
of the stock in trade of the green goods op- 
erators. 

Counterfeited Postage Stamps. 

Counterfeiters have plied their vocation 
for many centuries and in many forms, but 
never until the last year have they directed 
their attention to the manufacture of spu- 
rious postage stamps. It will be remem- 
bered that last spring a sensation was 
caused by the discovery of a conspiracy for 
flooding the United States with bogus 
stamps. The scheme was operated from 
Chicago and the adjacent Canadian terri- 
tory. The headquarters of the enterprise 
were at Hami#iton, Ont., and it figured under 
the title of the Canadian Novelty and Sup- 
ply company. Advertisements were in- 
serted in various newspapers stating that 
the company had received large quantities 
of stamps in payment for their novelties 
which they desired to dispose of at a great 
discount in order to convert them into 
money. 
in good condition and were offered at the 
rate of $115 worth for $100. A postoffice 
detective, under orders from the depart- 
ment, sent for $100 worth of the stamps. 
Several packages of them at the same time 
were seized in a Chicago express office. It 
is believed that not more than one hundred 
thousand of the counterfeit stamps were 
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actually printed, and of these the bulk was 
confiscated. It was a stupid swindle. The 
office af the Canadian Novelty and Supply 
company was raided, and the machinery 
and stock in trade were captured. Inci- 
dentally two men, named Jones and Thomr- 
son, and one woman were arrested. It is 
not recorded they have been convicted, but 
* is certain they will go to prison for a long 
erm. 


Do Not Neglect Physical Needs, 

President Eliot of Harvard University 
gave a good piece of advice to students in 
general when he spoke before the. Balti- 
more Woman's College last Thursday even- 
ing. He claimed that the ability to eat 
three meals a day was not only an innocent 
satisfaction in itself, but it provided the 
necessary foundation for all other satis- 
factions. Said he: “Be ashamed not of 
enjoying your food, but of not enjoying it.’’ 
This is a simple truth that too many people 
and especidlily college students are apt to 
forget. In their haste to cultivate the in- 
tellectual they ignore the physical, and the 
consequence is a succession of ills in after 
years that seriously weaken the working 
powers, In some colleges it is the custom 
for the President or one of the older pro- 
fessors to give the freshirnan class practical 
hints on the subject. These with compul- 
sory gymnasium work have done much to 
change old ideas on the subject of health. 
But much more can be done in the same 
way, and President Eliot should be heartily 
commended for correcting the impression 
of college students that if the intellectual 
is looked after the material will take care 
of itself.—Philadelphia Press.

But 
these tender morsels might be placed by 
themselves at the ehd, for instance, where 
the temperance news is nowadays likely to 
be found, if found at all. 

It is the most frequent criticism made by 
foreigners upon the press of our country 
that our papers are so sanguinary and sen- 
sational. As a matter of course I defended 


. them to the extent of my power, for thereis 


80 much good to be said of them that I 
could not bear in a foreign country tg join 
the general clamor. 

Another objection that I did not feel ready 
to answer was the amount of space we give 
to the “Four Hundred” and to the marriages 
of our women millionaires to titled men 
from other lands, but concerning this I was 
able to remind our English cousins of 
their own subservience to titles and riches. 

Il am proud of the press of my own country 
in spite of its deplorable faults, and I have 
never met a reporter who was not a genial, 
friendly man, who would gladly report the 
good news instead of the bad. It is an evil 
habit into which we have fallen, and we 
must try to get overit. The man who will 
start a ‘‘good news’’ paper in the new sense 
will be the man who will lead us out of the 
wilderness. ‘

“The history of the world for a day—that is 
news as nearly as lama judge of it. Iam 
willing that men who spend their lives at the 
business shall be judges of what should go 
to make up that history. For my part, lam

Everything) but Without Bias. 

C. H. Chappell, General Manager of the 
Chicago and Alton railroad—From a rail- 

ay standpoint I think the newspapers 
hould print only such news as is entirely 
reliable, and as nearly correct as it is pos- 
sible to makeit. The newspapers are great 
educators, and the average reader believes 
everything he reads in the newspapers that 
his own personal observation does not dis- 
approve. It is utterly impossible to counter- 
act a wrongful statement printed in a news- 
paper. Many thousand readers who read 
the original article never see the correction. 

In my judgment a newspaper should print 
all classes of news from an unbiased stand- 
point and never color it to suit the views of 
the manager or editor of the paper. Itis my 
judgment, from observation, that more than 
one-half of the newspaper comments upon 
railway management and railway affairs 
are based upon misunderstanding and mis- 
representation. Many times such misrepre- 
sentation comes from railway officials and 
others connected with railways, as well as 
from outsiders. Inshort, a newspaper should 
chronicle the actual transactions of the day, 
as they actually occur, and’*should not ex- 
aggerate or misrepresent. If this were the 
rule, the influence and value of the news- 
paper world would be greatly enhanced. 


Every Reader His Own Editor. 

Librarian Frederick H. Hild of the Chica- 
go Public Library—I think a newspaper 
should print all the news. Personally I arm 
greatly interested in the foreign news, and 
always look for that first. The paper 
which prints the greatest amount of foreign 
news is the one that suits me best. Then I 
like next to read the home news of national 
politics, of literature, science, economics, 
and so on. I suppose it is the duty of a 
paper that aims to give all the news to print 
reports of murders, lynchings, robberies, 
etc. Of course, if one does not care to read 
those things he may skip them and merely 
glance at the headlines. Here in Chicago 
today I think nobody can complain against 
the newspapers. When a man can buy for 
a nickel five great morning newspapers he 
is sure to get all the news from everywhere: 
and as to what he shall read he can pick and 
choose, and really edit the matter to suit 
himself, 


Wants More Intelligent News. 

Mrs. Williams J. Chalmers—lI think news- 
papers ought to devote less space to murder 
trials and political scandals and publish 
more intelligent news. o By “intelligent 
news’”’ I mean more of the news ofthe world. 
I should Aike to read more foreign news. 
What the great nations in each of the con- 


tinents are doing. More New York. news 


should be published. Chicago is only twen- 
ty-four hours’ ride from the great metropo- 
lis of the United States, and yet the papers 
devote very little space to New York news. 
More Boston news should algo be published.

All Facts and No Fakes. 

State’s-Attorney Kern-—I can give my no- 
tions of news best by outlining some things 
I think are not news. Sensations that are 
indigenous to the brain of an individual and 
are not given credence by others|whom they 
affect or which find no proof in fact are not 
news. To print such a sensation and then 
follow it up with an assurance from this 
man or that man that it can hardly be true 
or, as sometimes happens, even to enter 
upon an elaborate argument at the close of 
the story to show that the whole thing is 
mere chimera, does not lessen the responsi- 
bility of any paper for disseminating idle 
and most likely injurious chaff. 

All sensations imply the abnormal andthe 
unexpected, and persons connected with any 
sensation in print which does them injustice 
—and what sensations are not injurious? 
—are hurt almost as much by a fable as 
when the tale is all true. «By the time edi- 
tors have worked over their evidence they 
are in a position to know whether a rumor is 
well founded. When they learn it is not, in 
my judgment, they seriously impair the 
strength of their columns by admitting such 
stuff. An apology for its want of truth does 
not repair the wrong done to institutions or 
persons. In fairness to its readers, then, 
the well edited paper should print all facts 
and no fakes—news, but not nonsense, that 
would be news, and may be great news, 
too, if it had only the additional element of 
being true. Enough goes on in the world 
every day to interest people without giving 
them a diet of what-might-have-been-if-it- 
had-happened, or of what-would-have-been- 
queer-if-it-had-been-at-all. 

Public Should Not Be Misled. 

J. W. Midgley, Chairman Western Freight 
Association—A metropolitan pewspaper 
should endeavor to faithfully portray those 
events in which any considerable ag ma 
of the community is interested. Jcach issue 
should, so far as practicable, be a reproduc- 
tion in mintature of the previous day’s oc- 
currences throughout the world, That is 
what THe TRIBUNE obviously aims to do, 
and in such respects, as a generously -con- 
ducted newspaper which purposes to keep 
its readers informed as to current events, it 
is, In my opinion, the most successful jour- 
nal in this country, and my acquaintance 
does. not exfend beyond. Sensations which 
are calculated to excite base appetites and 
scandals which pander only to the lowest 
tastes should be avoided; in short. nothing 
ought to be published in a daily which any 
good citizen would hesitate to place within 
reach of his family. The tendency to pry 
into strictly private affairs should be sup- 
pressed, and, regardless of whether the in- 
dividuals mentioned or the interests con- 
' cerned are in accord with the views enter- 
tained by the editor, they should be fairly 
reported and in no respect be misrepresent- 
ed or distorted. To mislead the public (who 
rely upon what they read for: guidance) 
through pfejudice against or opposition to 
persons or interesis should be beneath the 
dignity of a great newrepapr; and when mis- 
. takes are made they should be corrected 
promptly and,,if desired, in the language 
of the injured party, without perversion or 
satirical comments interjected between his 
remarks or in observations thereafter. 


. Print Only Decent News. 

F. 8. Peabody—I am not teaching the 
publishers of newspapers how to run them 
today. if Mr. Medill’does riot know what 
sort of news to print by this time I think he 
had better retire. THe TRIBUNE suits me 
first rate now.

It is the most frequent criticism made by 
foreigners upon the press of our country 
that our papers are so sanguinary and sen- 
sational. As a matter of course I défended 
them to the extent of my power, for there is 
SO much good to be said of them that I 
could not bear in a foreign country to join 
the general clamor. 

Another objection that I did not feel ready 
to answer was the amount of space we give 
to the “Four Hundred” and to the marriages 
of our women millionaires to titled men 
from other lands, but concerning this I was 
able to remind our English cousins of 
their own subservience to titles and riches. 

Iam proud of the press of my own country 
in spite of its deplorable faults, and I have 
never met a reporter who was not a genial, 
friendly man, who would gladly report the 
good news instead of the bad. It is an evil 
habit into which we have fallen, and we 
must try to get overit. The man who will 
Start:a ‘‘good news’’ paper in the new sense 
will be the man who will lead us out of the

Everything) but Without Bias. 

C. H. Chappell, General Manager of the 
Chicago and Alton railroad—From a rail- 

ay standpoint I think the newspapers 
hould print only such news as is entirely 
reliable, and as nearly correct as it is pos- 
sible to make it. The newspapers are great 
educators, and the average reader believes 
everything he reads in the newspapers that 
his own personal observation does not dis- 
approve. It is utterly impossible to counter- 
act a wrongful statement printed in a news- 
paper. Many thousand readers who read 
the original article never see the correction. 

In my judgment a newspaper should print 
all classes of news from an unbiased stand- 
point and never color it to suit the views of 
the manager or editor of the paper. Itis my 
judgment, from observation, that more than 
one-half of the newspaper comments upon 
railway management and railway affairs 
are based upon misunderstanding and mis- 
representation. Many times such misrepre- 
sentation comes from railway officials and 
others connected with railways, as well as 
from outsiders. Inshort, a newspaper should 
chronicle the actual transactions of the day, 
as they actually occur, and’should not ex- 
aggerate or misrepresent. If this were the 
rule, the influence and value of the news- 
paper world would be greatly enhanced, 


Every Reader His Own Editor. 

Librarian Frederick H. Hild of the Chica- 
go Public Library—I think a newspaper 
should print all the news. Personally I am 
greatly interested in the foreign news, and 
always look for that first. The paper 
which prints the greatest amount of foreign 
news is the one that suits me best. Then I 
like next to read the home news of national 
politics, of literature, science, economics, 
and so on. I suppose it is the duty of a 
paper that aims to give all the news to print 
reports of thurders, lynchings, robberies. 
etc. Of course, if one does not care to read 
those things he may skip them and merely 
glance at the headlines. Here in Chicago 
today I think nobody can complain against 
the newspapers. When a man can buy for 
a nickel five great morning newspapers he 
is sure to get all the news from everywhere; 
and as to what he shall read he can pick and 
choose, and really edit the matter to suit 
himself, 


Wants More Intelligent News. 

Mrs. Williams J. Chalmers—I think news- 
papers ought to devote less space to murder 
trials and political scandals and publish 
more intelligent news. By “intelligent 
news’’ I mean more of the news of the world.

What the great nations in each of the con- 
tinents are doing. More New York news 
should be published.

All Facts and No Fakes. 

State’s-Attorney Kern—I can give my no- 
tions of news best by outlining some things 
I think are not news. Sensations that are 
indigenous to the brain of an individual and 
are not given credence by others whom they 
affect or which find no proof in fact are not 
news To print such a sensation and then 
follow it up with an assurance from this 
man or that man that it can hardly be true 
or, as sometimes happens, even to enter 
upon an elaborate argument at the close of 
the story to show that the whole thing is 
mere chimera, does not lessen the responsi- 
bility of any paper for disseminating idle 
and most likely injurious chaff. 

All sensations imply the abnormal and the 
unexpected, and persons connected with any 
sensation in print which does them injustice 
—and what sensations are not injurious? 
—are hurt almost as much by a fable as 
when the tale is all true. By the time edi- 
tors have worked over their evidence they 
are in a position to know whether a rumor is 
well founded. When they learn it is not, in 
my judgment, they seriously impair the 
strength of their columns by admitting such 
stuff. An apology for its want of truth does 
not rep the wrong done to institutions or 
persons. In fairness to its readers, then, 
the well edited paper should print all facts 
and no fakes—news, but not nonsense, that 
would be news, and may be great news, 
too, if it had only the additional element of 
being true. Enough goes on in the world 
every day to interest people without giving 
them a diet: of what-might-have-been-if-it- 
had-happened, or of what-would-have-been- 
queer-if-it-had-been-at-all. 

Public Should Not Be Misled. 

J. W. Midgley, Chairman Western Freight 
Association-—A metropolitan newspaper 
should endeavor to faithfully portray those 
events in which any considerable portion 
of the community ts interested. Lach issue 
should, so far as practicable, be a reproduc- 
tion in mintature of the previous day’s oc- 
currences throughout the world. That is 
what THE TRIBUNE obviously aims to do, 
and in such respects, as a generously -con- 
ducted newspaper which purposes to keep 
its readers informed as to current events, it 
is, in my opinion, the most successful jour- 
nal in this country, and my acquaintance 
does. not exfend beyond. Sensations which 


_are calculated to excite base appetites and 


scandals which pander only to the lowest 
tastes should be avoided; in short, nothing 
ought to be published in a daily which any 
good citizen would hesitate to place within 
reach of his family. The tendency to pry 
into strictly private affairs should be sup- 
pressed, and, regardless of whether the in- 
dividuals mentioned or the interests con- 
cerned are in accord with the views enter- 
tained by the editor, they should be fairly 
reported and in no respect be misrepresent- 
ed or distorted. To mislead the public (who 
rely upon what they read for guidance) 
through pfejudice against or opposition to 
persons or interesis should be beneath the 
dignity of a great newsepapr; and when mis- 
takes are made they should be corrected 
promptly and,,if desired, in the language 
of the injured party, without perversion or 
satirical comments interjected between his 
remarks or in observations thereafter. 


Print Only Decent News. 

F. 8, Peabody—I am not teaching the 
publishers of newspapers how to run them 
today. If Mr. Medill’does not know what 
sort of news to print by this time I think he 
had better retire. THe TRIBUNE suits me 
first rate now.

Held at Kiel Next Year. 

Preparatory steps for the International 
Exhibition for Navigation and Fishery to be 
held at Kiel, Germany, May 13 to Sept. 30, 
1896, are in full progress and there is every 
reason to believe that the display will be 
the most successful ever held on the other 
side of the Atlantic Ocean. The object of 
the exhibition is intended to give a true 
picture of the present standing of ship- 
philding and navigation and of the progress 
which machinery has made im all the 
branches of nautical science:

1, 1896, and suitable awards and premiums 
will be offered for excellence of exhibits. 
The classification includes navigation at 
sea, navigation on rivers, and fisheries,

The engagement of German opera sing- 
ers is attended by‘an obstacle pecullar to 
the organization of continental theaters. 
The majority of German artists are en- 
gaged fora term of years. Voice deteriora- 
tion plays no part. They are still retained. 
After-a certain term of service a pension ig 
granted on retirement, * 

The consent of the manager is necessary 
to obtain leave of absence of the length re- 
quired for a season in this country, the 
short ‘‘gast spiel’ leave of each year prov- 
ing quite inadequate. Few singers are 
willing to break such contracts, even with 
immediate golden promise. . 

The case of Frau Lehmann and of Herr 
Fischer, who neglected to say good-by to 
the King of Saxony, will not be forgotten. 

It is said, however, that when German 
artists are free to accept engagements af- 
fairs are almost as serious. The first offer 
is made, but not accepted. Time is required 
for reflection and friends are consulted. It 
is not unusual that twice the sum offered is 
finally demanded. 

Nothing then remains but to wait until 
common sense asserts itself with the singer, 
sometimes a lingering affair. One reason of 
the demand of such salaries to sing in Amer- 
ica, however, is an exaggerated idea of the 
cost of living. The engagement of the prin- 
cipal artists forms, though, in the organiza- 
tion of an opera company only a smal! part 
of the output of energy. There is the book- 
ing of engagements, the signing of contracts 
with managers, done months ih advance, 
and the selection and drilling of the chorus. 
This last is put into operation fully three 
months in advance. Ensemble rehearsals 
begin on the arrival of the principals from 
abroad. Costumes, scenery, and accessories 
for presentations to take place, as will be 
the case in the long tour projected by the 
Damrosch organization, in theaters without 
oe pores equipment, must also be consid- 
ered. 

Special trains, as a rule to be employed by 
the Damrogch company during the current 
tour, will consist of six Pullman and six 
baggage cars. The capital required for the 
enterprise is mentioned as $250,000. Nearly 
one-third this amount is paid out to artists 
before they quit Europe. 

Firm in his pu as when he first em- 
barked, contrary to opposition in the pres- 
entation of Wagner o in this country, 
Mr Damrosch has sold his home in New 
York, and put the sum into the undertaking. 
The Vanderbilts ate said to have offered to 
advance the money necessary, but Mr. Dam- 
rosch refused, preferring to depend upon his 
own resources and the subscriptions where 
the presentations were to be given.

WARSHIPS, NOT CRUISERS, NEEDED. 


Secretary Capps of Naval Architects’ 
Society Gives Some Opinions. 

There was a larger attendance at yester- 
day’s sessions of the Society of Naval Ar- 
chitects and Marine Engineers in New York, 
Says a Boston exchange. A paper on “Re- 
cent Designs of Vessels for the United 
States Navy,” written by Philip Hichborn, 
chief instructor United States navy, was 
Constructor 
Hichborn’s paper presents strong arguments 
in favor of a comprehensive, systematic pro- 
gram for obtaining a homogeneous and ef- 
fective fleet particularly adapted to Ameri- 
can necessities. We have gradually settled 
down, he says, to sea-going battleships, low 
free-board harbor defense armor-clads, ar- 
mored cruisers, gunboats, and torpedo boats 
as the type required, and we have continued 


to gradually build up our fleet, but until re- | 


cently with too much emphasis on cruisers 
and too little regard for the real fighting ma- 
chine of naval warfare—the properly armed 
and armored battleship, which must, in any 
naval war, be it one of offense or deferise, bear 
the brunt of battle. Cruisers are extremely 
serviceable in peace and have a definite and 
useful function in war, but they will not de- 
cide battles. Coast defense vessels and tor- 
pedo boats are vitally important in defend- 
ing a harbor or dislodging an enemy after 
he has obtained an entrance, but it is alorie 
through battleships that an enemy can be 
met and vanquished before he has even 
sighted our coast; and through battleships 
alone that any successful demonstration 
may be made against the enemy’s principe! 
seaports.

It is an interesting coincidence that in | 
1538 the immediate ancestor of George 
Washington was Mayor of the adjoining | 
capitol town or county seat of Northampton.

His Inventive Genius. 


Not only did Ben early learn to swim, but 
he was the best swimmer of his day, and 
could easily have accomplished Byron's 
boasted feat of swimming the Hellespont. He 
thought to improve himself in this, as in 
every other laudable accomplishment. The 
limit of speed at which he could cut the 
water in the natural way having been 
reached he sought to surpass it by arti- 
ficial means, inventing appliances which he 
described later in life as follows: 

“When I was a boy I made two oval pal- 
ettes, each about.ten inches long and six 
broad, with a hole for the thumb, in order to 
rétain it fast in the palmofthehand. They 
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ae 


much resembled a painter’s palettes. In 
swimming I pushed the edges of these for- 
ward, and struck the water with the flat 
surfaces as I pulled them back. I remember 
I swam faster with these palettes, but they 
fatigued my wrists. I also fitted to the soles 
of my feet a kind of sandals, but I was not 
satisfied with them, because I observed that 


| the stroke is partly given by the inside of 


the feet and ankles, and not eritirely by the 
soles of the feet.’’ 

Here was the power of observation al- 
ready developing in this boy of 12, and be- 
ing put to practical use by him. On another 
occasion he amuses himself by holding on to 
the string of his kite and being drawn across 
the pond by it. Later in life that toy is put 
to more practical use and makes him fa- 
mous. 

Although employed, as he describes, in his 
father’s business and a leader among the 
boys fn all their sports, he finds time to

the greater part of his father’s library, he 
gained some useful knowledge—what not to 
believe if nothing more. “‘‘Plufarch’s Lives’ 
then was in which I read abundantly, and I 
still think that time spent to great ad- 
vantage.” ‘‘Robinson Crusoe” was yet to 
be published, but he read and digested De 
Foe’s “Essays on Projects,” and another, 
the name of which would repel many, Dr. 
Mather’s “Essays to Do Good.” Of this 
latter he writes in his 80th year to the son 
of the author: “‘When I was a boy I met 
with a book entitled ‘Essays to Do Good,’ 


which I think was written by your father. 


Several leaves of it were torn out, 


but the remainder gave me such a turn of 
thinking as to have an influence on my con- 
fuct through life, for I have always set a 
greater value on the character of a doer of 
good than on any other kind of reputation, 
and if I have been, &s you seem to think, a 
juseful citizen, the public owes the advantage 
of it to that book.”

The boy who has 
learned to shoot with an old muzzle-loader 
in the backwoods of the West is a better 
shot than his chance visitor armed with a 
modern brgeech-loader, but who never pulled 
trigger on a snipe on the wing, his dinner 
depending on his bringing down that snipe. 
The former’s é¢ye is trained to catch every 
movement of leaf or shrub, and his ear to 
catch any sound. In the dusty road he sees 
the mark of quail or grouse almost mechan- 
ically, or hears the covey feeding in the 
stubble on the other side of the fence. He 
can. find the birds without the aid of an En- 
glish setter. 

His powers of observation are developed in 
an extraordinary degree. Such was the 
case with Benjamin Franklin. Knowledge 
was the game he was out for, and no fence 
was too high for him to climb, no thicket— 
not even his father’s works in polemic divin- 
ity—too dense for him to go through in 
search of it. Thus, errand boy and printer 


apprentice, he drank in knowledge with the 
air he breathed, learning to apply it to some 
useful purpose as he went along. Later in 
life, with the toy which had amused him as 
a boy he draws knowledge from the thunder 
and lightning, while those manifestations of 
nature are yet a mystery to the more highly 
educated and better equipped scientists of 
the old country, who “laughed at his paper 
on the sameness of lightning and electric- 
ity.”’ 

At the end of two years Ben was na better 


pleased with soap boiling and candle mak- 


ing. His father, however, Was anxious that 
he should remain with him, as his other sons 
had set up for themselves in other trades. 
On the: other hand, he dreaded the possibility 
of Ben's taking tothesea. Rather than this 
he would dispense with the boy’s assistance 
and find him some more congenial employ- 
ment. With this end in view he took him 
to see carpenters, turners, and braziers at 
work. But no trade had any attractidn for 
the boy. The boy had inherited some ‘“‘me- 
chanical genius’ from his father and these 


} visits served one useful purpose. 


“It was afterwdrds always a pleasure to 
me to see good workmen handle their tools; 
and it has been useful to me, having learnt 
so much by it as to be able to do little odd 
jobs myself in my house when a workman 
could not readily be got, and to construct 
little machines for my experiments while the 
intention of making the experiment was 
still fresh in my mind.”’ 

The boy’s bookish inclination finally de- 
termined his father to apprentice Benjamin 
to his elder brother, James, who had set up 
as a printer. Thus bound he thought Ben- 
jamin would give up all thought of the sea. 
The latter held out for a while against his 
father’s wishes, but yielded at length and 
signed the indentures when he was but 12 
years of age, the indentures to ruin until he 


’ 


was 21. At first he liked the printers’ trade 


no better than any other, but his dislike was | 


set at rest by an unexpected advantage— 
the opportunity of borrowing books from 
the apprentices of booksellers, with whom 
he was now brought in contact. These 
books he takes home at the end of his day’s 
work, and reads the greater part of the night 
that they may be returned early in the morn- 
ing, before they can be missed by the mas- 
ters of his obliging friends. His industry 
and taste for reading brings him to the 
notice of owners of libraries—such as they 
were in those days—and these come forward 
and volunteer to lend him such books from 
their shelves as he may choose to read. Some 
of these books are directed against the 
orthodoxy of the day—and already repelled 
by its harshness he now becomes “ @ real 
doubter in many points of our religious 
doctrine.”’ 

He did not think it worth while to ask what 
was to take the place of the creed which he 
with so many others was casting aside. To 


use his own words he was, however, none — 


the less ready “‘to knock the bung out of the 
beer barrel before providing the cask of 
wine.”’ Josiah Franklin practiced the virtues 
and let alone the dogmas of his religion. 
For his son Benjamin this course was im- 
possible. He could not ignore the dogmas. 
For every phenomenon in nature. unex- 
plained, for every belief in religion not 
founded on conviction there was a vacuum 
which by the law of his being had to be 
filled. His ancestors had rejected the fiat 
of Rome, his. father in turn rejected the flat 
of the ‘“‘Lord. Bishops.” Advancing beyond 
them and rising above his surroundings ne 
rebelled against the dictation of the “‘Lord 
Brethren,”’ and going to the other extreme 
became a freethinker at15. At the age of 22, 
however, he came to believe in a God, to 
whom man could appeal for aid in this life

He finds time to read poetry and cultivate 
his early r propensity, and becomes 
fond of it.

Shows Folly of Being Disputatious. 

With another. bookish lad in the town he 
holds discussions on various subjects. ““We 
sometimes disputed, and very fond we were 
of argument, .... which disputatious 
turn,’”’ he says in his autobiography, “is 
apt to become very bad, making people very 
disagreeable in company.” In one of. his 
disputes he ranges himself on the side of 
the “New Woman” to the extent of main- 
taining ‘“‘the propriety of educating the fe- 
male sex ir, learning, and their abilities for 
study.’

matter, and from these endeavors, after the 
lapse of a few days, to reproduce the 
sentences in full. To this day the science of 
teaching composition has devised .no better 
method for acquiring a vocabulary, or once 
acquired, facility in its use. 

At the age of 16 he adopts a vegetable diet, 
having been convinced of its advantages 
from: a book which he had read on the sub- 
ject. He arranges with his brother to accept 
one-half the sum the latter pays the land- 
lady with whom he has arranged to board 
himself and apprentices. Buying his vege- 
tables in the market he cooks them himself, 
and takes his meals at the printing house. 
He saves half the sum allowed him by his 
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brother, the other half being an additional 
sum for buying books. The time the others 
took for going to and from their meals he 
had for reading, and he made greater prog- 
ress “from the clearness of head and quicker 
apprehension which usually attend temper- 
ance in eating and drinking.’’ Now he be- 
comes ashamed of his ignorance of arith- 
metic, goes back to his Cocker and masters 
it with ease. While yet intent upon im- 
proving his language he meets with an En- 
glish grammar. He does not tell us whether 
he mastered the rules of syntax and prosody, 
but he records his admiration of a specimen 
of a dispute or argument in the Socrates 
method which he found in the back of the 
book. “I was charmed with it, adopted it, 
drop my abrupt contradiction, and put 
on the humble inquirer and doubter.”’ e

Writes First Article for Publication. 


In 1721 James Franklin began to print a ° 


newspaper. The editor, as we know him to- 
day, with his fulmen Jovis, did not exist. 
The original matter, comments and criti- 
cisms on “current events”—generally weeks 
or months old—were written by 
friends of the printer, who gathered around 
him in his pressroom and sanctum com- 
bined. The first newspaper printed in Bos- 
ton was designed to be published monthly 
or oftener “if any glut. of events occurred.” 
But one issue saw the light, the printer hav- 
ing dared to comment on the sayings and do- 
ings of persons in high places. Thirty-one 
years had elapsed since that time and the 
Lord Brethren and the Council had relaxed 
somewhat in their severity, but they were 
not in any sense ready for the “new jour- 


nalism”’ which the Franklin brothers were . 


about to introduce. “Such a tempest did 
the New England Courant,” as James 
Franklin called his paper, “stir up in Bos- 
ton that the noise thereof was heard in the 
far-off colony of Pennsylvania.” More than 
that, the printer féund himself seriously 
embroiled with the civil authorities and Lord 
Brethren of the colony, and before the first 
anniversary of the Courant had so grievous- 
ly offended them that he was sentenced to 
jail, where he lay for a month. 

During- all this time Benjamin had been 
typesetter. pressman, and carrier, and had 
probably composed more than one carriers’ 
address, for they“ were then in vogue. 
‘‘Rookish lad,” though he was, he took a 
keen interest in all public questions, and now 
entered into discussions outside of, if not 
within, his brother’s sanctum, where the 
contributors met to discuss colonial policies 
and religious creeds. Before the Courant 


had seen its twelfth weekly issue he had be- 


come an anonymous contributor’ to its 
columns. Neither James Franklin nor his 
writing friends shared Ben’s secret. His 
first attempt in “newspaper work” once fin- 
ished to his own satisfaction, he slipped it 
at night under the door of the printing- 
house and awaited the result. He heard the 
article discussed by the regular contribu- 
tors and his ears tingled at the warm words 
of approval it drew forth. The contribution

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Can Core Dread Disease : 


Boston Transcript: A great deal jof inter- 
est has been taken by Boston medical men in 
the recent visit to this city of Prof. Edwin 
Klebs of the laboratory for the study of tu- 
berculosis, and consulting physician of the 
Winyah Sanitarium at Asheville, N.C. Prof. 
Klebs was the originator of the method of 
treating diphtheria with anti-toxin. : 

It was, perhaps, not this which caused 
Trof. Klebs to besuch a center of interest here 
during his visit to this cityas much asit was 
the fact that he has for some time been and 
now is working on a new agent in the treat- 
ment of tuberculosis and diseases of that na- 
ture, which, if it is eventually as successful 
as it has showed itself to be at first, will be 
of immense importance. 

Taken as a whole, it can scarcely be called 
a new thing, because it operates on exactly 
similar lines with tuberculin, and is in fact 
a part of tuberculin itself. Its advantage, 
however, lies in the fact that it has all the 
good qualities of tuberculin, and as far as 
has been determined none of its bad qualities 
The trouble with tuberculin, as used 
at present, has been that it has often pro- 
duced violent illnes, and when given in large 


| quantities to animals has proved fatal. 


In the new agent the toxic qualities which 
have produced these results have been 
thought to be eliminated, while as a cure the 
new agent is fully as powerful as tuberculin. 
It ‘has been freely used both on animals and 
human beings, and in the cases in which it 
has been made use of has brought about a 


phthisin, and the way

soda iodide of bismuth a precipitate is ob- 
tained, which is filtered out. This precipi- 
tate represents all the toxic qualities of tu- 
berculin, and when applied to animals will 
produce all the evil effects of that agent, 
and large doses prove fatal, as does tuber- 
culin. The filtrate which remains is again 
precipitated by the addition of absolute al- 
cohol and a substance resembling in its re- 
action a peptone, and this second precipi- 
tate is the antiphthisin. In a word, Prof. 
Klebs has discovered a method by which 
the antitoxic qualities of tuberculin may be 
separated from the toxic and the former 
made use of. 

The extent to which this agent has been 
made use of is as yet small. Prof. Kiebs 
naturally wished to have it used on cases 
which would give absolute evidence as to 
its use or futility, and these cases are rare.

St. Petersburg, Nov. 1.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.}]—Besides the ‘“‘Hermitage,”’ the 
world-renowned picture gallery of Russia, 
and the different museums, national and 
private, it is principally the Academy of 
Arts which will make Russian visitors 
acquainted with some of the works of Rus- 
sia’s great masters. 
emy of Arts is a large, gray edifice, in the 
style of the time of Empress Katherine II., 
under whose reign it was built. 

On entering the large vestibule the eye is 
first attracted by a life-size portrait of 
Grand Duke Viadimir, President of the 
Academy.

Schwarts an Artist Horn... 
Nearly all the best pictures of Verestchagin 


bear the same melodramatic character. 


Those who have a preference for historical 
pictures turn with pleasure to the produc- 
tions of V. G. Schwartz. Although the 
brilliant career of this artist was cut short 
by an untimely. death, it has undoubtedly 
left indelible traces in Russian art, 

Born in the wild, fantastical regions of 
the Caucasus, where his father served as @ 
General of the Cossacks, the boy became 
early acquainted with the agitated disturb- 
ances of a military life, which made a deep 
impression on his developing mind. At the 
age of 3 the walls of his nursery—to the 
great annoyance of the governess, a prim 
Einglish woman-—were covered with drawings 
of soldiers, horses, ramparts, and mountains, 
Years later, at the Lyceum in Moscow, his 
sketches in pen and ink, representing war 
scenes, were the delight of his comrades. 
His illustration of ‘“Wallenstein’s Camp, 
now in the possession of the academy, dates 
from that time. 

After a brilliant examination he leaves the 
Lyceum, and for some months he occupies 
a public office; but this is not the work to 
his taste, particularly as it leaves him little 
time for his beloved art. He gratifies the 
wish of his father and enters the university 
for a course of studies in history and philol- 
ogy. Meanwhile his art has progressed as 
much ‘as his studies in history, and now at 
last he enters the Academy. His wonderful, 
innate talent, however, forces him to give 
up his professors and to plunge into a 
sphere of subjects which till that time no 
artist had regarded with the eyes of a real- 
ae 
Schwartz has from the beginning of his 
career shown a marked preference for types 
of the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries, 
and under hts inspired pen and brush the ane 
cient, long-forgotten Russia rose once more 
in all. her original, fantastical grandeur— 
not in glowing historical facts, but in ner 
daily course of life. ‘“The Meeting of Prince 
Svjatoslav with Tsimischy,”’ the “Entry of 
Schuisky and De la Gardie in Moscow," the 
scenes taken from historical dramas, are 
masterpieces of which the National Gallery 
might well be proud. 

Some years ago it became the fashion for 
great artists to paint scenes from the life 
of that monster who in Russian history is 
called Ivan the Terrible. 

Ivan the Terrible. . 

Makovsky, Repine, Gé, and others have 
furnished the Czar’s galleries with pictures 
that have revived the interest of the public 
for ancient history, but Schwartz, in at- 
tempting his historical-psychological pict- 
ure, “Ivan the Terrible Before the Mur- 
dered Body of His Son,”’ has been the mes- 
senger of a new era in Russian art.. This 
picture, thanks to psychological depth and 
strength, to historical veracity, and brilliant 
technical execution, has been declared by a 
number of critics worthy of the brush of a 
Meissonier, and is considered the best crea- 
tion of the Russian school. 

Another representative of realism in Rus- 
sian art is Repine, the painter of ‘The 
Cossacks’ Answer,” a picture which found 
many admirers in the Russian section at 
the Columbian Exposition. The ‘Cossacks’ 
Answer” is a masterpiece, but, like many 
others, it is too typically Russian to be un- 
derstood by all. 

Some prefer the “ Cossacks’ Answer” by 
far to the picture of ‘‘Ivan the Terrible 
Stabbing His Son.’”’ This picture is real- 
sm in its strongest essence, and report says 

ore than one person fainted even before 
they had taken a good look at it. 

The wound in the face of the murdered 
Prince is unusually natural—the blood 
trickling down his fate in drops looks fresh 
and warm—the odor of it seems to pervade 
the whole room. But it is principally the 
expression in the faces of father and son 
which brings admiration for Repine as an 
artist as well asa psychologist.

got that name is a common topic of dis- 


cussion out here season, and probabil 

always will be. These fish are, next to the 
shark, the largest that take the hook. The 
famous tarpon of Florida and Gulf of Mex- 
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ico are not to be compared to the jewfish in 
size. For several weeks from five to ten 
jewfish or black sea bass, weighing about 
150 pounds, have every day been brought in 
to Catalina Island by fishermen, and there 


| have been a dozen or more specimens of 


these fish caught lately that. weighed over 
240 pounds. The largest of the whole sea- 
son at Catalina was one that tipped the 
beam at 327 pounds. The head alone weighed 
forty-eight pounds. The fish was six feet 
and three inches long, and three feet and 
eight inches around the greatest part. The 
tail was eighteen inches wide, the scales 
were larger than silver dollars, and the 
eyes showed a peculiar fierceness and were 
as large as those of a horse. 
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In the twinkling of an eye the line runs out 
with terrific speed, hissing on the edge of the 
craft. The chief dsherman has snatched up 
the line quicker than it can be told, an is 
having his first tug of war with this | 
The fisherman braces with all his strength 
against the side of the boat and holds to the 
rope, while the boat is towed about in the 
water—sometimes half @ mile at a time. 
Then when there are indications that the 
jewfish is wearying of his tow the line is 
dropped, and it is allowed to run out some 
200 or 300 feet more, the excited fisherman 
taking care to avoid the flying coils. 

Then for a second time the line is grasped, 
and the chase for the monster bass is more 
actively begun. The fish is by this time mad- 
dened, and in its furious zeal to escape it 
beats all the evolutions and games in which 
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ba 


the ordinary bass ever indulged. The boat 
plows through the water at an incredible 
speed. Then it suddenly stops, and the big 
fish turns and, coming towards its annoyers, 
gathers about 100 feet of slack in the line. 
Before the fisherman is scarcely aware

Catalina Island is by all odds the most sat- 
isfactory spot along the California coast for 
sea fishing. The island is twenty-seven 
miles long and seven miles wide. It is 
reached by steamboat from San Pedro har- 
bor, and the trip is made in about two hours. 
The island is mountainous, and its shores 
+ run precipitously down into the ocean. It 
is almost as famous for its remarkably 
even, mild climate as for the opportunities 
‘ft offers for fishing. Throughout the sum-_ 
mer season it is the Bar Harbor of Southern | 
California. During the last season there 
have been over 25,000 people in camp and 
at the hotels on Catalina Island, and it fs _ 
estimated that the 500 and 600 people whe 

ve been out in the row boats and fished off 
the shore of Avalon Bay for a few hours | 
each morning or afternoon caught on an. 


Catching a jewfish is an experience well 
worth traveling a long distance to have, 
and once acquired it is of lasting memory. 
The fish is a cousin to the black bass of 
Eastern waters, and looks like it and re- 
sembles it fin for fin, though its enormous 
size make it a caricature of its pugnacious 


and juicy ally. It has all the gamy qualities 
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of the black bass, and the fisherman who 
has conquered a jewfish has usually sport- 
er experience to suffice him for a day or 
wo. 

The most common mode of capturing the 
jewfish at Catalina Island is by a hand line 
and heok. The fisherman goes out in a row- 
boat accompanied by one or two companions, 
for when one is hooked it requires one man 
to manage the oars and one or two men who 
are cool-headed and dexterous to manipulate 


what is taking place the fish has darted 
ahead more rapidly than ever, and draws the 
line cutting and smarting through the fish- 
erman’s hands. This operation is gone 
through with several times. Next the jew- 
fish darts furiously quick as a flash to one 
side, nearly drawing the rigid angler out of 
the boat. When this trick has been played in 
several phases a score or more times the 
finny monster regains a slack in the line, 
and goes down towards the bottom of the 
sea as if in the sulks, carrying out 200 or 
more feet of line. This is continued for a 
quarter of an hour; the fisherman and his 
assistant alternately haul in and let out the 
struggling captive for 100 feet or more un- 
til the vitality and strength of the jewfish 
become perceptibly weaker. 

When at léngth there are indications the 
fish has been cowed, the fisherman grasps 
the line and with all his muscular strength 
begins the long and skillful process of haul- 
ing the mighty warrior of the sea in for his 
death. It is hard work, for the fish still en- 
gages in every conceivable form of aquatic 
gymnastics that wrench the wrists and even 


the line. It is often the work of an hour or | strain the shoulders and back of the most 
sturdy and experienced fisher for the black 
sea bass. As the big fellow is drawn nearer 
and nearer the boat the coolest mind is apt 
to be confused as the captive darts now to 
the left, now downward, now leaping for- 
ward, and now holding back with all the 
power it can summon. Often a jewfish will 
allow itself to be drawn easily within 100 
feet of the boat, and then, when the fisher- 
man is least suspecting, it will turn and dart 
back so cunningly and vigorously as to tear 
thé line from its captor’s hands. 


Sometimes Fight for Hours, 


When at last, after a contest of an hour 
or more, the big bass is drawn to the surface 
of the water and near to the boat, it is held 
by all the muscular power there is in the 
now fatigued fishermen, while the man at 
the oars either shoots leaden slugs into it 
or he reaches out with a long-handled pike 
and cuts open its head. There are numer- 
ous instances of fights between experienced 
fishermen and jewfish of several hours’ 
duration. It is a sport that brings into play 
every muscle and a deal of calculation.

him. Such general instructions as the facts 
at hand rendered practicable were furnished 
Gen. Sturgis, and he was directed to act upon 
the information he might obtain: His move- 
ments were timely and well made, Unfort- 
unately he was deceived as to the move- 
ments of the Indians on Clarke’s Fork, but 
subsequently pursued them vigorously to 
near Judith Gap. As this disposition of 
troops anticipated the orders subsequently 
received from division and department head- 
quarters, and as there were at that time re- 
ports—apparently trustworthy—of a south- 
ward bovemuat of Sitting Bull and his fol- 
lowing, no further dispositions to meet the 
Nez Perces were then made, Gen. Sturgis 
was directed to keep me informed of the 
movements of the Indians, which he did by 
subsequent reports. After Gen. O. O, How- 
ard's command joined that of Gen. Sturgis 
Gen. Howard assumed command of the lat- 
ter. | 

The information that I had received, both 
official and unofficial, of the movements of 
the troops and also of the Nez Perces In- 
dians, |gave me great unxiety, and on ‘the 
evening of the 17th of September, standing 


-on the right bank of the Yellowstone River 


and looking toward the west, I noticed a dark 
object moving along the high brakes of the 
western horizon which as it gradually came 
nearer| proved to be a single horreman. He 
turned down the trail nearly opposite to 
where I was standing, and as he wound his 
way along down the steep bluffs. I observed 
that he was a cavalryman, possibly a bearer 
of dispatches. He came to the ferry on the 


w 


Musselshell River, reaching a camping 
ground within six miles of that point on 
the evening of the 234d, af a hard march 
of fifty-two miles withinggenty-four hours, 
March from Yellowstone to Missouri, 

During this march across the country 
from the Yellowstone to the Missouri I 
had sent out, to the front and left, scouts 
with directions to go on until they found 
some sign of the Indians and then to come 
in on my line of march and make reports, 
thus covering our command by a cloud of 
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scouts and videttes for a long distance in 
advance and to our left. Some of these 
men rode a distance of more than 200 miles 
before making any report. Within a cir- 
cle of scouts kept from five to twenty miles 
in advance, and taking advantage of the 
high buttes to survey the country carefully 
over witli? field glasses or telescopes, we dis- 
covered no sign of the hostile Nez Perces. 
Not hearing from one of my guides, an 
intelligent, brave man, George Johnson, I 
afterwards learned that he had met with 
misfortune. Going down a stream known 
as Squaw Creek, and coming to the bank of 
the Missouri, he supposed it was the Mussel- 
shell, a river which he had crossed many 


times by fording. Being desirous to reach,

supplies which I had ordered up before leav- | 
ing the cantonment.on the Yellowstone. 

As our command was being prepared to 
march to the west, and while the steamer 
was but a short distance away, three men 
came down the river in a boat and an- 
nounced the faet that the Nez Perces had 
crossed the Missouri some sixty miles to the | 
west of us at a’point known as Cow Island. 
This was one of the occasions in military af- 
fairs when, acting upon the best information 
obtainable, you suddenly find yourself great- 
ly embarrassed by new information that is 
directly. contradictory. 

The steamer was beyond hailing distance, 
but as quick as thought Sergt. McHugh, 
whose piece of artillery was resting on the 
bank of the river, was ordered to charge his 
gun, train it down the river, and commence 
firing shells as rapidly as possible. The re- 
verberation of the cannon down between the 
high bluffs or sides of the great cafion of 
that river and the bursting of shells in the 
air on the left bank could be heard for sev- 
eral miles down the Missouri, and I knew 
that if these sounds reached the ears of that 
thorough soldier Baldwin he would turn 
back and move to the sound of the guns. 

I was not mistaken in the man. In the 
course of twenty or thirty minutes the sol- 
diers sung out, ‘“‘Here she comes.” And a 
most welcome sight it was to see the black 
column of smoke as the steamer rounded 
the bend of the river far below and came 
puffing up against the strong cur- 
rent. . When he arrived I told Capt; Bald- 
win that I was delighted to see him, though 
when we parted I did not expect to greet

His Sense of Feeling, Hearing, Smell-

New York Herald: Watertown, N. Y., 
Oct. 26.—_A remarkable case of human seh- 
sitiveness is that of Clarence Barton, 15 
years old, son of sturdy country parents, 
who lives some five miles northeast of Rod- 
man Village and twelve miles east of this 
city. His senses of feeling, hearing, smell- 
ing, tasting, and seeing are marvelously de- 
veloped. 

A pin scratch will cause him to faint away 
from pain; a half dozen sour grapes or @ 
sour apple or an orange that is not positively 
fresh if eaten by the boy will render him 
perceptibly intoxicated; his sight is so re- 
markably keen that he can at once distin- 
guish separate characteristics and peculiari- 
ties in similar objects which an ordinary 
observer would utterly fail to discover; his 
sense of smell is so acute that if vessels of 
water from a dozen different springs in the 
neighborhood are submitted to him he can 
immediately tell by smelling each in turn 
what spring it was brought from, tell which 
is the most strongly impregnated with iron, 
which with magnesia, which with alum, etc., 
although to the common individual there is 
no perceptible difference even in the taste 
of these waters; his sense of hearing is 
most acute, and, while not particularly her- 
vous, as one might suppose so delicately or- 
ganized a child would be, there are some 
seemingly trivial things which are almost 
unbearable to his sensitive ears. 

The tick of a watch, the buzzing of a bee, 


the patter. of raindrops, and the squeaking 


of a door upon'rusty hinges are among these 
annoyances. Loud or sudden noises, as of 
guns, blasting, etc., he does not mind. His 
sense of taste is no less acute than his other 
senses. Food has to be especially seasonéd 
for him, and is prepared in vessels which 
must be scrupulously free of the faintest 
trace of anything but the substance or arti- 
cle which it is intended each vessel is to be 
particularly used for.. Thus each article of 


food has to be Separately prepared in a 
vessel in which nothing else has been pre- 
viously cooked or prepared. 


His Wonderful Perception. 

The slightest ‘quantity of salt, pepper, 
spice, sugar, or of vinegar, etc., is sufficient 
for his needs. A single drop of alcoholic 
spirits in a gallon of water would at once be 
detected by the boy. 

Adams is the railroad station nearest to 
Rodman village.
